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American Legion Backs 
National Defense Act 


The American Legion in its recent an- 
nual convention in New Orleans devoted 
considerable time to the important ques- 
tion of national defense. ‘The report of 


the committee on military affairs con- 
tained a proposed bill to provide further 
for the national security and defense by 
giving the President power to draft the 
industrial resources of the country as well 
as the man power in case of war. The 
report was adopted by the convention. 

Following is part of the report: 

“There is no legislation to give the Pres- 
ident power in case of any emergency de- 
clared by Congress to mobilize all of the 
material resources, industrial organiza- 
tions and services for the purpose of carry- 
ing on war, including power to stabilize 
prices not only for those commodities re- 
quired by the Government, but for the 
whole civilian population. The additional 
legislation necessary should provide for: 

(a) The selection for service of any 
necessary part of the unorganized Militia. 

(b) Control of material resources and 
industrial organizations other than the 
commandeering section in the National 
Defense act. f 

“(e) Control over prices of commodities 
for the Government and the civil popula- 
tion, together with control over service. 

“(d) Creation of the various auxiliary 
agencies which were found to be necessary 
in the last war such as the War Indus- 
tries Board, Fuel Administration, War 
Trade Board, Food Administration, ete. 

“It must be made clear that the draft 
features of the Federal statute submitted 
for the approval of the fourth annual con- 
vention of the American Legion would not 
be operative until Congress bad declared 
war or other emergency authorizing the 
use of the armed forces. The provisions 
of this statute other than the draft would 
become operative when war is imminent, 
the purpose being to authorize the Presi- 
dent to establish the necessary machinery 
to stabilize conditions before war condi- 
tions have thrown the economic machin- 
ery of the country out of gear. The busi- 
ness men are generally willing to take 
Government contracts if assured of price 
of raw material, labor, power, and trans- 
portation remaining stable and labor in 
general will be content with existing 
wages if assured that the cost of food, 
shelter, and clothing will remain stable. 
It is the opinion of this committee that if 
all necessary stabilizing machinery can be 
made operative immediately upon the im- 
minence of an emergency, a long and 
important step forward will have been 
made in organizing the national defense in 
an orderly, equitable and economical man- 
ner. 

“The American Legion is for peace, but 
it believes as did the Father of our coun- 
try, that the best assurance of peace is 
to be found in a reasonable state of pre- 
paredness. 

“*Equal rights for all and special privi- 
leges for none’ was said long ago as a 
protest of our people against the same in- 
fluences in our public life that during the 
World War profited on every side and 
developed a war-strength division of mil- 
lionaires. We are not here to criticize our 
country for its failure to protect itself 
against this attack of selfishness and 
greed, but the American, Legion is looking 
our nation in the face to-day and saying, 
that, in any future emergency, our na- 
tional motto must be ‘Equal service for 
all and special profit for none.’ 

“This committee therefore recommends 
for the favorable consideration of this 
convention the following proposed Federal 
statute: 


An Act to Provide Further for the National 
Security and Defense. 


Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America, 
in Congress assemb!ed, 

(1) That, in the event of a national emer- 
gency declared by Congress to exist, which in 
the judgment of the President demands the im- 
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mediate increase of the military establishment, 
the President be, and he hereby is, authorized 
to draft into the Service of the United States 
such members of the Unorganized Militia as he 
may deem necessary; provided, that all persons 
drafted into service between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty, or such other limits as the Presi- 
dent may fix, shall be drafted without exemption 
on account of industrial occupation. 

(2) That, in case of war, or when the Presi- 
dent shall judge the same to be imminent, he 
is authorized and it shall be his duty when, in 
his opinion, such emergency requires it, 

(a) To determine and proclaim the material 
resources, industrial organizations and services 
over which Government control is necessary to 
the successful termination of such emergency, 
and such control shall be exercised by him 
through agencies then existing or which he may 
create for such purposes; 

(b) To take such steps as may be necessary 
to stabilize prices of services and of all com- 
modities declared to be essential, whether such 
services and commodities are required by the 
Government or by the civilian population. 

The convention also passed a_ resolu- 
tion calling on Congress for adequate ap- 
propriations to carry out the National De- 
fense act and for the repeal of the elim- 
ination clause of the Army Appropria- 
tion act of June 20, 1922. ; 

This resolution was not considered to 
have a very good chance of passing and 
even Regular Army officers who were 
delegates to the convention decided there 
was no use trying to do anything about it. 
One Army officer, however, kept working 
until the convention was swung into line 
for the resolution. His efforts prove that 
aggression often succeeds when resigna- 
tion, which is always the easier course, 
not only fails but makes no protest about 
the matter in hand. 

Following is the resolution: 

“Resolved, that the National Conven- 
tion, American Legion, endorses the Na- 
tional Defense act of June 4, 1920, as a 
sound foundation for the military policy 
of the American Government, and urges 
adequate appropriations to maintain the 
Regular Army, National Guard, Organ- 
ized Reserves, Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and Citizens’ Military Training 
Corps, under its provisions in a state of 
organized efficiency that will guarantee 
the peace, security and integrity of the 
country. 

“Resolved, that this convention regards 
as a national peril of the gravest charac- 
ter the reduction of the Regular Army be- 
low the total enlisted strength provided in 
the National Defense act of June 4, 1920. 
This convention further recommends the 
immediate repeal of the elimination clause 
of the Army Appropriation bill of June 
30, 1922, so that the minimum commis- 
sioned personnel shall not be less than 
13,000 officers.” 


SAN DIEGO CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
SPONSORS NAVY AND NAVY DAY. 


The board of directors of the San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce on Oct. 19 passed 
the following resolutions in regard to 
Navy Day, bringing out several points the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has emphasized 
time and again: 

“Whereas, Friday, Oct. 27, 1922, has 
been designated for celebration as Navy 
Day; and ; 

“Whereas, our Navy stands as a con- 
erete expression of the power and au- 
thority which protects our sea-borne com- 
merce and those business ventures in for- 
eign lands by which our surplus products, 
our exports are marketed; and 

“Whereas, the United States has be- 
come a great producing nation and it ‘is 
vital that the people of these United 
States be brought to the realization that 
their domestic prosperity depends, largely, 
upon their strength and prestige abroad; 
and 

“Whereas, the size of our Navy has 
been limited by the international 5-5-3 
agreement; and 

“Whereas, our Navy is, at present, seri- 
ously short in personnel and in essential 
auxiliaries of the strength so determined ; 

“Therefore be it resolved, that the San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce endorses the 
celebration of Navy Day as a means of 
bringing to the attention of our country- 
men that our Navy is a vast commercial 
asset in time of peace; that the pros- 
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perity and security of our daily lives is 
largely dependent upon our Navy; and 
that we, the people of these United States, 
must insist that the personnel and ma- 
terial of our Navy be increased until our 
naval strength is equal to that of Great 
Britain and equal to five-thirds times that 
of Japan. 

“Be it further resolved, that copies of 
this resolution be transmitted to Admirals 
Roger E. Welles and Guy Burrage.

NEED OF ARMY SCHOOLS FOR 
SERVICE CHILDREN IS URGENT. 


The lack of adequate school facilities 
for the children of officers and enlisted 
men of the Army and the apparent neg- 
lect of Congress to this vital need is de- 
plorable. 

For the fiscal year of 1923, $6,500 was 
appropriated by Congress for the mainte- 
nance of a school at the United States 
Military Academy, West Point, N.Y. 
This item has been in the appropriation 
bill for a number of years and it is stated 
that only force of habit is keeping it in 
year after year. At the Infantry School, 
Fort Benning, Ga., parents contribute to- 
wards a general fund which is expended 
by providing instructors and other essen- 
tials in the operation of a school. Here 
the Government provides the building and 
heat and it is stated that approximately 
150 children are attending this school. 

At remote stations, however, schools are 
being provided. In the islands around 
Boston during the winter months the 
weather is cold and stormy, the roads are 
often impassable and the children are 
forced to stay snow-bound in the post. At 
other stations the distance to the nearest 
schoolhouse is too great. Schools should 
be provided at all forts where the Army 
maintains a permanent personnel, where- 
by the children can secure the same ad- 
vantages in their elementary education as 
do the boys and girls in the towns and 
cities. Congress should give this matter 
some thought and authorize sufficient 
funds to establish a system of Army 
schools. 


SIGNAL CORPS TO ABANDON 
FORT WOOD, BEDLOES ISLAND. 


The Signal Corps will shortly abandon 
Fort Wood. This post consists of Bed- 
loes Island, New York harbor, on which 
is located the Statue of Liberty. The 
traditions of the Signal Corps have been 
connected with Fort Wood for many 
years, and it was with considerable reluc- 
tance that the cuts in the personnel and 
money made it necessary for the War De- 
partment to withdraw troops from this 
station. A care-taking detachment will 
probably be assigned to duty there. 


RETIRED OFFICERS’ ASSOCIATION 
FOR ADEQUATE DEFENSE. 


A tender of its services toward provid- 
ing an “adequate defense and a substan- 
tial military policy” for the nation was 
embodied in a resolution adopted Oct. 20 
at a mecting in San Francisco by the Na- 
tional Ixecutive Council of the Retifed 
Officers’ Association. The association is 
composed of retired officers of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Public Health Ser- 
vice and Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

The need of continuous military prepar- 
edness was emphasized by Representative 
Julius Kahn in a speech before the Public 
Spirit Club of San Francisco at a lunch- 
eon at the Palace Hotel Oct. 1p. 


ROOM ON THE CHATEAU-THIERRY 
FOR MORE OFFICERS AND MEN. 


The Army transport Chateau-Thierry is 
scheduled to leave San Francisco for New 
York on Nov. 25. There are available 
76 first class accommodations, 42 second 
class and 900 troop class. Should any 
officers or enlisted men desire to take 
passage on this vessel they should be rec- 
ommended for space at as early a date as 
possible and their names should be sent 
to the Adjutant General's office.

Great Britain Building 
Two New Dreadnought 


While the Baltimore Sun through jt, 
editorial columns is conducting a Vigor. 
ous campaign against any increase in the 
appropriations for the Army and Navy, 
its London correspondent cables the agp. 
nouncement that the keels of two mop. 
ster British battleships will be laid early 
next year. The cable declares that, 4}. 
though the Washington naval armamept 
agreement limits the size of maximum fe 
placement to 35,000 tons, the new ships 
will be the most formidable war craft 
afloat. It goes on to say: 

“They will be about 680 feet long and 
106 feet in breadth. This enormous beam 
is made necessary by the elaborate means 
of defense against underwater explosion; 
from torpedoes, mines and air bombs. In 
these two ships the anti-torpedo bulge will 
be fitted inside instead of outside the hulls, 

“Each will carry nine 16-inch guns ip 
triple turrets as their main batteries. The 
total weight of a broadside salvo from 
these 16-inch guns will be nearly 20,00 


pounds. These dreadnoughts also will 
mount large batteries of anti-aircraft 
guns. Their speed will be about equal to 


that of the fastest American or Japanese 
battleship. Each will cost about $40, 
000,000. 


“The construction of these ships has 
been decided upon definitely, notwith 
standing reports to the contrary. The 
British naval building program has not 
been affected by the recent political 
changes, even the Labor party being anx 
ious to have them built. 

“One of the ships probably will be 
named the Lion, after Admiral Beatty's 
famous flagship, which is destined for the 
scrap heap. Both of these vessels are 
scheduled for completion in the fall of 
1925, whereupon four battleships of the 
King George V class will be scrapped.” 

With the construction of these ships 
the question has been raised as to whether 
the 5-5-3 ratio of the treaty will not be 
destroyed. It is generally recognized that 
at present the British fleet is stronger 
than the American fleet, and this addition 
to her fleet will give Great Britain still 
greater advantage. The new type of Brit 
ish ship will be slightly shorter than the 
six battleships which under the treaty the 
United States must scrap. ‘They are ap- 
proximately fifty feet longer than the Colo 
rado and West Virginia, more than eight 
feet greater in width and carry nine 1¢- 
inch guns instead of eight, which is the 
armament of the American ships. A¢ 
cording to the cable, the broadside salvo 
of the new British ship will be 20,00 
pounds as compared with 16,800 pounds 
for the American ships. 


For a short period after the Colorado § 


and West Virginia join the American 
Navy, the fleet of the United States, as far 
as battleships are concerned, will be 
stronger than that of Great Britain. With 
the completion of the new British ships 
the American Navy will not be keeping 
pace with the battleship force of the Brit 
ish navy.

THE THREE “AGES” OF SHOEMAKING 


For centuries and centuries the method of making footwear did 
not vary. A mural painting discovered in the ruins of ancient 
Thebes shows Egyptian sandal-makers at work after the manner 
of the early New England cobblers.

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Relation of the Navy to Our National Security 
and Material Prosperity 
By Capt. Dudley W. Knox, U.S.N., Retired 


The special significance of “Navy Day” 
is that the day for our Navy is not over. 
However great the value of a Navy as an 
insurance against war, however indispen- 
sable to the national security should war 
arise, and however probable that the pres- 
ent critical state of world affairs will cre- 
ate another need for its combatant use, 
there are even further imperative reasons 
for maintaining our “Treaty Navy” at a 
high point of efficiency. 

The Navy is not merely an instrument 
of war; its role during peace is almost 
equally important to the nation. Like the 
Constitution, the function of the Navy is 
multiple. Not only dees it “establish jus- 
tice,” “insure domestic tranquillity,” and 
“provide for the common defense,” but 
also to a marked degree the Navy “pro- 
motes the general welfare,” especially the 
general economic welfare of the country at 
large. 

It is not too much tw say that the Navy 
is the keystone of business prosperity. 
Some of the greatest existing and poten- 
tial industries in this country to-day have 
been fathered by the Navy, both in their 
inception and subsequent development. 
Moreover, it is the Navy that originates 
and supports our gigantic foreign trade, 
which is the true economic measure of 
our prosperity. No governmental agency 
exceeds the Navy in its beneficial influ- 
ence upon the business welfare of our 
citizens. 


The Story of Steel. 


The late Andrew Carnegie said that our 
great steel industry was built up on the 
United States Navy, whose contracts, 
specifications and inspection work, con- 
tinued over a long period of years, made 
American steel what it is to-day. He was 
in a position to know that there were no 
steel mills in this country only forty years 
ago when contracts for the first steel ves- 
sels of our Navy required them to be built 
with steel of domestic manufacture. He 
knew that it was only through the vol- 
ume of steel business guaranteed by these 
and subsequent contracts for naval ves- 
sels that justification could be found by 
the American iron companies for the 
heavy investments needed for the erection 
of costly steel mills. 

Thenceforth the Navy became the pace- 
maker of the great industry which it had 
started. “In battle, nothing but the best 
is good enough.” Cost is a secondary con- 
sideration. In a ship the need for saving 
weight without sacrificing strength and 
other qualities is ever pressing. Specifi- 
cations for new ships were increasingly 
severe in their demands for high quality 
in strength and many other characteris- 
tics of the metal to be employed. To meet 





these progressive requirements of the Navy 
the manufacturers developed a production 
whose capacity, quality and relatively low 
cost were of the highest importance to the 
industries of the country at large. While 
initial costs were often large, the Navy 
bore them until more often than not the 
manufacturer learned to reduce his pro- 
duction costs to the former price of the 
inferior metal. 

This is the way that our giant steel in- 
dustry has been developed in the short 
space of forty years. To-day it employs 
a half million men whose average wage 
exceeds $5 per diem. The net profits from 
the industry amount to nearly a half bil- 
lion dollars annually, considerably more 
than the whole naval budget. 


Naval Necessity Created Tobin Bronze. 


The same influence has been constantly 
at work in the other metal industries. 
The discovery of Tobin bronze by a naval 
officer was due to a desire to find for use 
in propellers a metal of strength which 
would resist the corrosive action of salt 
water. The monel metal industry has 
been placed on its feet by orders from the 
Navy. 

Admiral Robison, Engineer-in-Chief, 
has recently cited the part of the Navy in 
the notable improvement in brass. Speci- 
fications calling for tensile strengths of 
30,000 pounds for use in a certain type 
o£ pump were claimed by the manufactur- 
ers and by the trade generally to be im- 
possible of fulfillment. The Bureau of 
Steam Engineering was insistent and 
made suggestions to govern experiments. 
The result was the production of brass 
capable of withstanding tensile strains of 
50,000 pounds. 

But for the development of the metal 
industries generally, under the stimulus 
of Navy orders and Navy requirements, 
it is not too much to say that such vast 
and highly profitable business as the ma- 
chine tool, the automobile and many other 
industries could not have been built up 
in this country. 


Development of Electrical Industry and Radio. 


There is invested in the American elec- 
trical industry to-day more than twelve 
billion dollars. Its annual earnings 
amount to $2,000,000,000. It employs a 
million persons. Here again the Navy 
was the pioneer and the principal develop- 
ing agent, just as it was in the steel in- 
dustry. The use of electricity for light- 
ing, for power, and for wireless communi- 
eation has been fathered and nursed by 
the Navy, without which the development 
of the industry would have been retarded 
for many decades. 

“In battle, nothing but the best is good 








enough.” The Navy’s influence is still at 
work, and will continue while the Navy 
exists. The finding of a metal or alloy 
which can resist the erosive effect of 
smokeless powder in high-powered large- 
caliber naval guns will make it possible 
to build an automobile far surpassing in 
efficiency any that are now built. Almost 
daily great improvements are made in 
aviation, in wireless telephony, radio com- 
passes, and in the radio field generally. 
We see a new industrial giant about to 
arise out of twenty years of intensive 
naval development in radio. The Navy 
has always been, and continues to be, a 
great force for progress in the national 
industrial life. Yet this is not all. 


Navy Promotes and Protects Commerce. 


Industry is only a part of prosperity. 
Surplus products of manufacture and of 
agriculture must be transported to for- 
eign lands and marketed there if stable 
prosperity is to exist. The most super- 
ficial reflection renders this fact obvious. 
Our production in nearly every important 
article of commerce greatly exceeds the 
home consumption. Every year’s harvest 
gives more wheat, cotton, etc., than Amer- 
ica demands for itself. This surplus, to- 
gether with the excess production from 
mines and factories, must find a foreign 
outlet to prevent the inexorable law of 
supply and demand from forcing prices to 
a very low ebb. 

The truth of these principles has been 
demonstrated many times in our history, 
and rarely so forcibly as within the last 
few years. The inability to market our 
surplus in 1915 and 1916, due to lack of 
available shipping, resulted in the piling 
of goods along railroad tracks for fifty 
miles inland from our ports. “Hard 
times” followed inevitably. Then came 
unparalleled prosperity, due to the titanic 
demands of Europe to meet necessities cre- 
ated by war conditions. Peace and an 
impoverished Europe all but closed our 
foreign markets again and brought on one 
of the greatest economic depressions in 
our history. 

The Navy has always played a leading 
role both in opening new foreign markets 
and in protecting the resulting trade. It 
continues to do so. It was the Navy that 
opened to our commerce the ports of 
China, Japan and Korea, and many other 
countries during the last century. More 
recently the same thing has been accom- 
plished in Haiti and Santo Domingo. 
Ever since the Armistice a squadron of 
our ships has been diligently at work 
opening up the Near East to our trade. 
That great area of land whose natural 
outlet is the Black Sea and the Darda- 
nelles is potentially one of the richest 
trade centers in the world. Otherwise 








there would be no Near East crisis to dis- 
turb the European powers to-day. The 
recent and present activities of American 
men-of-war in that region are giving 
America greater trade opportunities than 
she has ever enjoyed there before. The 
Navy’s efforts have already brought about 
an increased American trade of 1,000 per 
cent. in the Near East within the last two 
years. 


How the Navy Earns Its Peace Costs. 


The maintenance of the naval forces in 
the Black Seca vicinity has cost the coun- 
try about $3,000,000 annually for several 
years. Our Turkish tobacco trade now 
amounts to about $15,000,000 per year. 
In addition, there are vast American oil 
interests in Rumania and Asia Minor, 
while our trade in agricultural implements 
and other manufactured articles is very 
large. Considering the capital invplved 
for all this, and the tremendous further 
commercial potentialities that are offered, 
the naval costs are hardly worth men- 
tioning. 

The Navy everywhere much more than 
earns its peace costs. To support a trade 
of $145,000,000 in China ,000,000 is 
spent out of the naval budget, while the 
same amount of Navy money expended in 
the Caribbean region makes possible a 
$500,000,000 trade. If we look upon the 
Navy merely as insurance to our eight 
billion dollar export trade, the rate of in- 
surance works out at less than four-tenths 
of one per cent. 

Moreover, the Navy is in no sense a 
substantial strain upon the oneness 
finances. Our annual expenditures for 
chewing gum would support the whole 
Navy during that — Our candy and 
soda expenses would support three of our 
navies, and those for tobacco four navies. 
The Navy budget represents only eight per 
cent. of the total federal expenditures. If 
all taxes be considered, federal, state, 
county and municipal, the percentage that 
goes to the Navy is reduced to very small 
figures, probably less than two per cent. 

Reflecting upon these relatively low 
costs in comparison with the stupendous 
economic benefits during peace which the 
Navy confers upon the country will bring 
irresistible convietion that there is no 
question of our being able to afford the 
upkeep of the Navy during peace. The 
fact is, that we cannot afford to do with- 
out the Navy during peace, any more than 
during times of political insecurity. 

The day of the Navy is far from being 
past. In view of recent ill-considered ef- 
forts that have been made to reduce it 
drastically it is fitting that we should have 
a “Navy Day” to focus the American pub- 
lie’s attention upon the value of their 
Navy to themselves.

Mr. Kelley at the Helm. 


Robert W. Kelley of New York, whose 
activities were largely responsible for the 
recent revival of the league, is proving a 
worthy successor to Colonel Thompson. 
Among the others who attended the ban- 
quet and have been tireless in their ef- 
forts during the past year are William 
Howard Gardiner, vice president; Mrs. 
James Carroll Frazer, Washington, D.C. ; 
Mrs. Moncure Robinson, Paoli, Pa., and 
Mr. Herbert B. Shonte, treasurer. 

Capt. William M. Galvin, as executive 
seeretary, has shown great skill and has 
been tireless in his efforts in the recon- 
struction of the league. Col. Henry 
Breckenridge was the directing force in 
the organization of the league’s activities 
for the Navy Day. He laid aside his busi- 
ness over in New York for about four 
weeks and devoted his time entirely to the 
organization of the Navy Day celebrations. 

The Navy League appeared to cease its 
activities with the holding of the Arms 
Conference. ‘There were rumors that it 
would disband, as it is said that some of 





its leaders. were of the opinion that its 
work was over with the signing of the 
Naval Treaty. 

It soon became apparent to the found- 
ers and premoters of the league that it 
had even a greater task before it in main- 
taining the treaty Navy. The Navy 
League was a real leader of public senti- 
ment for a Navy that finally crystallized 
into the program of 1916. What it ac- 
complished for the country is known by 
only those who were active in the move- 
ment. The effect of the Arms Conference 
is to give it a definite objective. It is 
now recognized, and in fact it was an- 
nounced at the Arms Conference, that the 
United States is entitled to maintain a 
Navy of the same strength as the British 
sea force. That this can be done without 
assuming an unfriendly attitude towards 
the other powers was made manifest by 
the presence at the Navy League banquet 
of representatives of the British and 
Japanese navies. While the guests were 
toasting the officers of the other two great 
powers strong appeals were made for the 
maintenance of a treaty Navy. 

It is hoped that the revival of the Navy 
League forecasts increased activities of 
other national defense organizations. It 
appears about time for the National Se- 





curity League to cease chasing strange 
gods and to get behind adequate prepared- 
ness. It was for this purpose that the 
National Security League was organized, 
but at present its interest in the strength 
of the Army and Navy appears to be only 
academic. It is known that President S. 
Stanwood Menken is strong in the faith 
of national defense. In the early years 
of its organization the National Se- 
curity League was a power in the coun- 
try and did much to rally public senti- 
ment in support of national defense meas- 
ures. At present it is straying into 
strange fields. 


River and Harbor Appropriations. 


Despite the assurances that Congress 
will follow the budget recommendations, 
already there is some quiet work being 
done with a view to increasing the ap- 
propriations for rivers and harbors. Last 
session the House disregarded the esti- 
mates of the budget for rivers and har- 
bors. It increased the appropriations for 
rivers and harbors and decreased those 
for the Army and the Navy. Under the 
system adopted at last session, a lump 


' gum was appropriated for rivers and har- 
{ bors which was distributed by the Chief 


of Engineers. The same plan will be: fol- 








river and harbor advocates a_ strong 
lever in commanding votes for increase in 
the budget estimates. Every member who 
has a project in his district entertains 
hopes that the Engineers will take care of 
his enterprise. This policy is the most 
scientific way of making river and har- 
bor improvements and at the same time 
it commands greater support in Congress. 

There will be other organized efforts to 
increase the budget estimates. The advo- 
cates of national defense might as well 
realize that if they do not ask for in- 
creased appropriations they will be the 
only interest that will fail to do so. Aside 
from this, the big interests that seek to 
increase their estimates will do nothing 
to help put through the budget estimates 
for the Army and Navy. They will either 
openly or secretly make efforts to reduce 
the national defense appropriations below 
the estimates, and the advocates for pre- 
paredness should be on the alert and ready 
to meet these conditions which will de- 
velop shortly after Congress convenes. It 
is not safe to take it for granted that Con- 
gress will follow the budget recommenda- 
tions. Practically all members profess to 
be for the budget in the abstract. They 
are for those items in the budget in which 
they are not interested. Where they are 
interested they are against the budget esti- 
— and will make efforts to increase 
them. 


Jealous of Budget System. 


Aside from this, in confidence members 
of both houses will confess that they do 
not believe in the budget system. In ef- 
fect, the budget system curtails the legis- 
lative functions of Congress. ‘The budget 
estimates are recognized by Congress as 
valuable in preventing the overlapping of 
the recommendations of the departments, 
but the time will never arrive when Con- 
gress will surrender its power of deciding 
what should be appropriated for the dif- 
ferent departments and how it should be 
distributed among the bureaus. 

On this account the leaders of the na- 
tional defense organizations should recog- 
nize that they have important work to do 
at the approaching session. Unless they 
are active Congress not only will refuse 
to increase the budget estimates but wiil 
trim them, if not reduce them to such ex- 
tent that the defenses of the country will 
be vitally affected. The fact that the 
Secretary of War and Secretary of the 
Navy have conformed to the requirements 
of the budget will receive very little con- 
sideration in Congress. Congressmen 
will be guided almost exclusively by what 
they hear from their constituents. 


Kelley Out to Cut Navy. 


Already Chairman Kelley of the Navy 
Department sub-committee of the House 
Appropriations Committee has announced 
his intention of cutting the Navy esti- 
mates below those which will be recom- 
mended by the Budget Bureau. In an 
interview given out at Detroit he insists 
that the Navy is now being maintained at 
too great a strength and at the next ses- 
sion it will be reduced, possibly as low as 

, The first meeting of the sub- 
committee will be held Nov. 17, at which 
Mr. Kelley will start his fight for a reduc- 
tion in the strength of the Navy. 

Mr. Kelley in this announcement only 
confirms the statements which have been 
previously printed in these columns. Al- 
though Chairman Madden has sought to 
discredit these announcements, there is no 
doubt that before Congress has adjourned 
Mr. Madden and the group on the Appro- 
priations Committee which was responsi- 
ble for last session’s reductions, laid plans 
for further reduction at the approaching 
session. 

Chairman Anthony of the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee has made announce- 
ments that the Army would be maintained 
at its present strength by the appropria- 
tions of next session, but this was not the 
original plan of the anti-preparedness 
group on the Appropriations Committee. 
Evidently, in the face of the approaching 
election Mr. Anthony and some of the 
other members of the group are beginning 
to realize that they have gone too far in 
the reduction of the strength of the Army 
and Navy. Mr. Kelley has not changed 
his attitude. Some of the other members 
have shifted. 


Anthony At It Again. 


In his campaign through the editorial 
columns of his paper Mr. Anthony is con- 
tinuing his efforts to create a dissension 
between the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard. He says in the course of 
one of these insinuating and insidious edi- 
torials: The militarists who are insist- 
ing upon a big Army in order that we may 
be prepared for any emergency persistent- 
ly ignore the National Guard. They will 
not recognize it as a part of our prepara- 
tions.” 

A sufficient answer to this is found in 
the estimates which were published in the 
ArMY AND Navy Journat of Oct. 21. 
These estimates were prepared by Regu- 
lar Army officers on duty in the War De- 
partment and they give an increase of 
-almost $10,000,000 to the National Guard, 
while the Regular establishment received 
no increase, Even a larger increase for 
the National Guard would he sent to Con- 
gress by the War Department if the 
Budget Bureau would permit it. 

But while Mr. Anthony is appealing to 
the National Guard for support in the ap- 
proaching elections, will he please rise 
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About 750 Lieutenants 


It will be a week or more before the 


War Department will be able to announce 
the number of first lieutenants that are to 
be demoted upon the recommendation of 
the Dickman board. This delay is due 
largely to the uncertainty as to the num- 
ber of captains who wili accept first lieu- 
tenant commissions. The indications are 
that there will be more captains apply for 
discharge or resign on account of their 
demotion than of any other grade that is 
affected. 

The present indications are that all of 
the demoted majors will accept commis- 
sions in the grade of captain. It is un- 
derstood that those who originally applied 
for separation from the active list on ac- 
count of the demotion have withdrawn 
their applications and the applications 
will probably be accepted. By the pres- 
ent progress of the work of the board it 
is becoming evident that about 750 first 
lieutenants will be demoted. At this time 
it cannot be determined to just what point 
demotions will extend on the promotion 
list of the first lieutenants. 

All the applications have been referred 
to the chiefs of branches, and so far the 
applications have been approved with offi- 
cial regrets, which have been expressed in 
various terms. In many cases applica- 
tions for retirement and discharges have 
been withdrawn after they had been re- 
ceived at the department. There have 
been instances when the applications have 
been withdrawn by wire within twenty- 
four hours after they had reached the de- 
partment by mail. 

There are some interesting and some- 
times amusing stories being told around 
the War Department of the proceedings 
growing out of the demotion of captains. 

Last week a very efficient and popular 
captain applied for a discharge with one 
year’s pay and advised his father that he 
would soon come home to go into business. 
His father happened to be the publisher 
of an influential western paper. He did 
not wait to write, but wired the Washing- 
ton correspondent as follows: 

“My son has very foolishly applied for 
discharge from the Army. I am advised 
by his superior officer that he has an ex- 
cellent record and that they want him to 
stay in the Service. He has thought of 
nothing but military affairs for ten years 
and will never be satisfied if he is out of 
the Army. Please ask the Adjutant Gen- 
eral or some one in authority to disap- 
prove his application and discipline him 
by sending him to Alaska, Panama, the 
Philippines or some foreign station. 
What the young fellow needs is some 
rough treatment, and by all means he 
should be kept in the Army.” 

The correspondent went to the War 
Department, where he was informed that 
it was a question for the captain to de- 
cide, and that if he had changed his mind 
he could withdraw his application. What 
took place in the family circle of the cap- 
tain can be imagined from the fact that 
within twenty-four hours he withjlrew 
his application for discharge. It is under- 
stood that the board accepted his with- 
drawal. : 

Another captain who happened to be in 
Washington made an application for dis- 
charge and went home and told his wife. 
His wife happened to be from an old Army 
family and he changed his mind within 
twenty-four hours. 
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and explain why he is secretly plotting to 
break up the National Guard divisions? 
it was he that originally proposed that 
the National Guard should consist chiefly 
of Infantry and at his request Secretary 
of War Weeks has convened a National 
Guard board in order to secure an answer 
to Mr. Anthony’s question. In reality, 
the National Guard is on one side of the 
question and Mr. Anthony on the other 
as to whether fully organized National 
Guard divisions will be developed. If it 
had not been for the opposition of Mr. 
Anthony and his associates on the Appro- 
priations Committee the organization of 
National Guard divisions would now be 
completed. 

And another thing that Mr. Anthony 
should explain to the National Guard, for 
which he professes to have so much love, 
why did he, as chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee, refuse to appropriate sufficient 
funds for this year’s camps? Owing to 
his policy the National Guard was com- 
pelled to restrict its training in order to 
send rifle teams to the National Matches 
at Camp Perry. Every National Guards- 
man knows that the Federal Government 
was short of funds for this year’s camps, 
and it was Chairman Anthony of the War 
Department sub-committee who was re- 
sponsible for it. 

There was a time when Mr. Anthony 
the National 
Guard by arraying it against the Regular 
Army. That time has passed, for the 
three components of the Army of the 
United States aro working unselfishly and 
enthusiastically to develop an adequate 
plan for national defense. Neither Mr. 
Anthony nor any other politician can cre- 
ate any serious dissension among the com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States. 
Officers and enlisted men of the three com- 
ponents now have too full a realization 
vf the fact that their interests are the 
same to be hoodwinked by any cheap po 
litieal chatter. 


As part of the Navy Day celebration in 
Chicago on Oct. 27 a banquet was given 
in the LaSalle Hotel in honor of Rear Ad- 
miral William A. Moffett, U.S.N., Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, by officers 
and men who formerly served under him 
when he was commandant of the Great 
Lakes Naval Training Station, the great- 
est training station in the world during 
the war. 

Prominent among those arranging the 
banquet were Lieut. Charles S. Dewey, 
Lieut. William Wrigley, jr., Lieut. Ogden 
McClure, all U.S.N.R.F., and “Packy” 
Schwartz, the noted Great Lakes cook, 
whose galley was the common goal of 
officers and men alike during the war.

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION 
MEMBERSHIP STEADILY GROWING. 


The Army Mutual Aid Association is 
increasiug its membership steadily. There 
are now 2,500 members, showing an in- 
crease of 66 per cent. since the war. The 
association is now forty-three years old, 
has a reserve of $650,000 and is adding 
to its membership at the rate of fifty per 
month. Whatever other insurance an 
Army officer is carrying, the A.M.A.A. is 
so cheap and the association has so few 
expenses that all officers should seriously 
consider its advantages from a _ purely 
business standpoint. One-half the benefit 
is upon request telegraphed or cabled to 
beneticiary upon receipt of death notice 
by the Adjutant General. 

The officers of the association all give 
their time and labors to the association 
gratis and its overhead expenses are very 
small. 

Applications for information should be 
addressed to the Secretary, Army Mutual 
Aid Association, War Department. As a 
rule, post surgeons are supplied with 
blanks, rates, ete. 


BIG INCREASE IN HORSE 
SALES OVER LAST YEAR. 


The crop and market report of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture for September 
shows 89.4 per cent. increase in horse re- 
ceipts for September this year as com- 
pared to the same month last year. 
Horses received in forty-six public stock- 
yards in September totaled 41,327, an in- 
crease of 19,509 over September last year, 
according to Wayne Dinsmore, secretary 
of the Union Stockyards, Chicago. 

Buying in the Southern horse and mule 
markets has picked up considerably. The 
stockyards at Atlanta, Ga.; Fort Worth 
and San Antonio, Texas; at Memphis, 
Tenn., and at Montgomery, Ala., all show 
a healthy increase in horse and mule busi- 
ness over last year’s record. 


ARMY APPROPRIATIONS CUT 
BY COMPTROLLER’S DECISION. 


By a recent decision of the Comptroller 
General, the clothing and equipment al- 
lowances for the Army have been reduced 
something like a million and a half dollars. 
In order to do this the Comptroller Gen- 
eral was compelled to reverse the opinion 
of the former Comptroller of the Treasury, 
which has stood for over twenty years. 

The Quartermaster General has been in 
the habit, upon the authority of an opin- 
ion rendered by Comptroller Tracy about 
twenty years ago, of letting contracts for 
goods at the close of one fiscal year for 
delivery in the next fiscal year. -There 
are certain supplies which could be pur- 
chased at a more reasonable rate in the 
last months of the fiscal year, although 
they were not delivered until early the 
following year. Some of the deliveries 
extended well into the middle of the next 
year. Following this usual proceeding, 
the Quartermaster General made contracts 
for shoes and other supplies in June, but 
now the Comptroller General has ruled 
that they cannot be paid in this fiscal 
year because the funds were appropriated 
under the fiscal year of 1922. As a re- 
sult the Army, which is now hard pressed 
for money for every purpose, must work 
out some seheme of economy to reduce its 
allowance for supplies close to a million 
and a half dollars. 

This policy will not result in econdmy. 
It places a restriction on the War De- 
partment which will no doubt increase the 





cost of maintaining the Army.

PENNSYLVANIA DEFEATS NAVY. 
The Navy-University of Pennsylvania 
game at Franklin Field, Philadelphia, Oct. 
98, resulted in a final score of 13 to 7 
in favor of the Quakers. Navy opened 
with a determined offensive and up to the 
end of the first half outplayed Pennsyl- 

yania in every department of football. 


During the first two quarters the big 
Red and Blue Quaker team did not make 
a single first down through the line and 
gained but twenty-four yards by line play, 
whereas Navy scored seven points, made 
nine first downs, and carried the ball 160 
yards through the line. 
“"Navy’s initial attack and continued 
thrusts put Penn on a hard working de- 
fensive and despite the Quakers’ kicking 
at every opportunity Navy, most of the 
time, held the ball fast in Penn’s danger 
gone. Shortly after the kickoff Navy 
swept the ball from midfield to a touch- 

wn. 
dome drive started with McKee finding 
an opening off left tackle for four yards, 
then on a second play he reversed sides 
and cut off another four yards. The next 
play carried Penn’s line away and Navy 
went through to within nine yards of the 
goal. Taylor then flashed around end to 
within six yards of a score. Hard upon 
this play Conroy placed the ball on the 
last 5-yard line. Taylor again carried the 
ball, being downed within one foot of a 
score. On the last play Conroy smashed 
through for a touchdown, after which he 
added a point by kicking goal. 

Navy again received the ball and re- 
sumed the offensive. McKee broke through 
into an open field and cut off twenty yards 
before he was downed. The period ended 
with the ball in Navy’s possession mid- 
way in the field. 


Second Period. 


The second period opened with Navy 
again driving down the field to Penn’s 
20-yard line, where Thurman intercepted 
one of McKee’s passes. Penn soon fum- 
bled and Navy drove the ball to the 10- 
yard line where Penn held on downs. It 
was here that Navy suffered most through 
injuries by not having the regular com- 
bination in the backfield. Penn was un- 
able to advance the ball and again punted 
to Navy’s 45-yard line. A series of plays 
carried Navy to Penn’s 5-yard line, where 
the first half ended. 


Third Period. 


The second half opened with Penn re- 
ceiving and fighting madly for the offen- 
sive. During the half the Quakers shifted 
to an entirely different method of play. 
Penn no longer punted and shift forma- 
tions appeared for the first time. Behind 
well-timed interference Captain Miller and 
Right Halfback McGraw alternated in 
carrying and passing the ball to Navy’s 
20-yard line. The new method of play 
opened Navy’s line, which in the previous 
half had stood as a stone wall. Navy 
steadied momentarily but a swift forward 
pass from McGraw to Miller enabled the 
Quaker captain to graze left end for a 
touchdown. Penn’s twelfth play was to 
kick goal and tie the score. 

On the next kickoff Norris ran through 
the Quakers for thirty yards. Navy dis- 
played her oldtime dash and started a 
swift advance to Penn’s goal line. Navy 
fumbled a pass and hard upon this Penn 
blocked a punt from Cullen. Penn forced 
the ball dangerously near to Navy’s goal 
line. Penn’s pass was juggled from Navy’s 
hands to Ertresvaag and the third quar- 
ter ended with the ball in Penn’s posses- 
sion on Navy’s 5-yard line. 


Fourth Period. 


In the fourth quarter Captain Miller 
plunged through Navy’s line in the open- 
ing play for five yards and was downed 
just across the goal line. Navy blocked 
Penn’s placement and the score stood 13 
to 7 in favor of the Quakers. Barchet, 
Who had entered for this quarter gained 
nine yards on his first play.

In the second half Penn seized 
the offensive at the kickoff, opened with 
shift formations and operated with a re- 
arrangement of the backfield. Navy ad- 
vantages of the first half went to Penn 
once the Quakers became the aggressors. 
Navy’s weakened backfield prevented the 
final “punch” when near the goal line. 
Vhurman, Penn’s 212-pound quarterback, 
was formerly in the Quaker line. His 
weight greatly strengthened Penn’s sec- 
ondary defense. Navy made an unusually 
low score as compared to the consistent 
ground gaining against Penn. Navy evi- 
denced superiority over Penn in kicking.

Promptly at two p.m. the Corps of 
Cadets marched, in column of squads, into 
the bowl. Then started a smart exhibi- 
tion of a close order ceremony. Each com- 
pany marched in column of platoons down 
the field, swung into column of squads, 
and marched back on both sides of the 
sidelines. This was repeated until every 
cadet in the corps was in the formation, 
within the playing field.

The Game. 


Captain Breidster won the toss, and the 
— team kicked off with the wind at its 
back. 

After two unsuccessful tries at the Army 
line, Yale punted to Smythe, who was 
downed in midfield. An exchange of punts 
followed, with Wood of the Army gaining 
about ten yards on each punt. Twice he 
kicked over Yale’s goal line. 

In this quarter, Yale opened with her 
end runs, and successfully advanced the 
ball to her 45-yard line, when a fumble by 
Neidlinger was recovered by Smythe. 

The Army took the ball, by rushing, and 
one successful pass, to the Yale 23-yard 
line. Here the quarter ended. 


Second Period. 


In the second quarter, Lawrence started 
by gaining nine yards over right guard. 
Then another plunge by Wood gave Army 
first down on Yale’s 13-yard line. Here 
the strong Eli line stiffened, and held. On 
the fourth down Smythe tried a pass, 
which was knocked down by Mallory, and 
Army’s first chance to score was lost. 

Yale immediately kicked out of danger 
and the remainder of the second quarter 
was played in midfield, the Yale rushing 
attack getting stronger and stronger. 


Third Period. 


Yal¢ kicked off at the beginning of the 
second half with the wind. A rushing at- 
tack by the Army was not very successful 
and Wood was soon forced to kick. A 
series of end runs, combined with a de- 
ceptive delayed line smash by Jordan. 
brought the ball to the Army’s 35-yard 
line. Then, on the first down, Neale made 
a quick beautiful pass to Mallory, who 
staggered to the Army’s 4-yard line before 
being downed by Smythe. Two plays and 
Yale scored a touchdown. The Yale stands 
went wild. The try for a drop kick goal 
by Yale was successful and the score stood 
7 to 0 in favor of Eli. 

Yale kicked off and Wood immediately 
kicked back to Yale’s 13-yard line. An 
exchange of punts followed, winding up 
with Smythe making a fair catch about 
midfield. Line smashing by Wood and 
Smythe brought the ball to Yale’s 40-yard 
line. Here a pass from Smythe to Wood 
took the ball to Yale’s 30-yard line. Line 
bucks by Timberlake, Wood and Smythe 
gained only five yards. Then another pass 
from Smythe to Wood took the ball to 
Yale’s 2-yard line. On the second play 
Wood went over for a touchdown. Now 
came a time when Smythe had to be cool. 
A great din was followed by a hushed 





silence, as Smythe made his try for goal. 


It was successful, and the noise from the 
Army side was deafening. The score was 
now 7 to 7. 


Fourth Period. 


The remainder of the game was played 
in Army territory, Yale using every trick

A STRIKING EXAMPLE OF INJUSTICE. 
. 


To THE Epiror: 

In connection with your article, issue 
of Oct. 28, relative to the reduction in 
grade of non-commissioned officers of the 
Army, I desire to bring to your attention, 
as well as any others who are interested, 
and who may be in position to aid in. the 
amelioration of the condition of the non- 
commissioned officers, my case : 

Enlisted July 5, 1900. (Served con- 
tinuously since.) Corporal, Troop A, 12th 
Cav., May 21, 1901; sergeant, Troop A, 
12th Cav., Dec. 16, 1901; squadron ser- 
geant major, 12th Cav., March 24, 1902; 
post Q.M. sergeant, July 24, 1905. (Suc- 
cessfully passed an examination October, 
1904.) Captain, Q.M., O.R.C., Jan. 3, 
1917. (Successfully passed an examina- 
tion December, 1916.) Called into active 
service May 2, 1917. Major, Q.M.C., Aug. 
17, 1918. Honorably discharged Oct. 31, 
1919. Re-enlisted as Q.M. sergeant, Q.M. 
C., Nov. 3, 1919. Regraded technical ser- 
geant, Q.M.C., July 1, 1920. Master ser- 
geant, Supply Section, Q.M.C., Nov. 27, 
1920. (Successfully passed an examina- 
tion as inspector of subsistence Decem- 
ber, 1916. This is the last warrant I hold.) 
Demoted to technical sergeant, D.E.M.L., 
May 6, 1922. (Have never been furnished 
with warrant.) 

I am at present on duty with the Penn- 
sylvania National Guard as a sergeant- 
instructor, on which duty I was prior to 
the World War. Upon discharge from my 
temporary commission and re-enlistment I 
was asked by the National Guard authori- 
ties of Pennsylvania to again take up the 
duties of sergeant-instructor, to which I 
agreed, with the thought and understand- 
ing that I should not lose any grade, etc. 
The order for my detail was issued Jan. 
4, 1921. In view of the contemplated re- 
duction in grades of non-commissioned offi- 
cers on June 30, 1922, at the suggestion 
of the National Guard authorities, I made 
a personal visit on May 4, 1922, to Wash- 
ington to ascertain what I might expect on 
June 30, 1922. I was promptly informed 
that I was not a master sergeant, but 
after considerable controversy it was ad- 
mitted by the A.G.O. that an error had 
been .made in the A.G.O. in detailing me 
to this duty, and that I would be reduced 
i3~ immediately, which I was on May 


I had ‘nade various tours of instruction | 


during the sixteen months as master ser- 
geant and had in other ways been referred 
to as such in orders and other official pa- 
pers, including monthly resters, although 
the powers that be had never questioned 
my status until I personally called atten- 
tion to it, with a view to adjusting myself 
fur the future. 

The duties of a sergeant-instructor are 
peculiar; certainly not every man has the 
qualifications. It requires men of excep- 
tional tact and ability. The National 
Ghard judges the Regular Army by its 
representatives. This I know to be a fact, 
as I learned prior to the World War, and 
it has been forcibly impressed upon me 
during this tour of duty. 

I believe that I am known personally 
by more officers and enlisted men of the 
Pennsylvania National Guard than any 
other sergeant-instructor on duty in this 
state, due to the fact that I am the only 
property expert on duty in the state, and 
IT am free to state that I believe that I 
have the good will and confidence of each 
and every one of them, and I say this 
without the least thought of egotism. 

A sergeant-instructor must live and con- 
duct himself at all times as a gentleman. 
He cannot do this and maintain the high 
standard expected unless he is given rank 
and emoluments commensurate with his 
duties. 

At this writing I hold a commission, 
dated Feb. 11, 1920, as major, Q.M., O.R. 
C., and am a member of a board of offi- 
cers for the examination of persons for ap- 
pointment and officers for promotion in 
the O.R.C 

A man considered worthy of holding a 
commission as major in the O.R.C. should 
at least be worthy of holding the grade of 
master sergeant in the Regular Army and 
corresponding grades in the O.R.C. for 
other grades in the Regular Army, i.e., 
captain, O.R.C., technical sergeant, Reg- 
ulars: lieutenant, O.R.C., staff sergeant, 
Regulars. 

An inspection and investigation of my 
record and character in the War Depart- 
ment, A.G.O., and Q.M.G.O., and the state 
of Pennsylvania is invited. 

During the period, May 2, 1917, to Oct. 
81. 1919. that I was on duty as a com- 
missioned officer I made it a point not to 
change. any more than absolutely neces- 
sary, my mode of living from that prior to 
active service on commission, and incident- 
ally saved a little for a “rainy day.” 
ean now see the “rainy day,” if I should 
be further demoted, and that “rainy day” 
would be advanced considerably over what 
I had expected. 

I had at least expected that the little 
that I saved would provide, in a meager 
way. for myself and my family after I

had retired and my earning capacity 
would have been reduced.

REDUCTIONS IN NON-COMMISSIONED 
OFFICERS. 


To THE EpitTor: 

The War Department has set Dec. 31, 
1922, as the date for all reductions of 
non-commissioned officers rendered  sur- 
plus. Many of these non-commissioned 
officers in the first three grades are men 
of long service; but at the same time it 
is true that a good proportion of them 
are nof-coms. of the younger element. 
There is nu doubt that a large percentage 
of these younger non-commissioned officers, 


especially those of the first three grades, 
have the intention of devoting the greater 
portion of their lives to the Service. In 
many instances staff sergeants will be re- 
duced to the grade of private, which will 
make a difference of approximately $60 
in their monthly pay. 

Too much cannot be said in praising 
the twenty-five-year retirement bill. It is 
an excellent proposition. There are many 
N.C.O.’s who would be willingly retired 
from the Service should this bill become 
a law. Not only would this serve to cre- 
ate vacancies in the non-commissioned 
grades, but a greater number of enlisted 
men would stick by the Service. A large 
percentage of our soldiers to-day enter the 
Service at about the age of eighteen, and 
rar serve for one or possibly two en- 
istments. If, however, the twenty-five- 
year bill were made a law, it is my belief 
that the young soldier would have some- 
thing to look forward to in an Army ca- 
reer, and that the morale of the Service 
would be greatly benefited. In one edi- 
tion of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
some one has proposed a bill retiring men 
of twenty-five years’ service with one-half 
pay, and those of thirty years’ service with 
three-quarters pay. This would also be 
an excellent idea, especially so inasmuch 
as it would be financed by the enlisted 
personnel of the Army. 

The scheme of placing all surplus N.C. 
0.’s on duty with National Guard units, 
or with the Organized Reserves, is a very 
os one. However, this is highly improb- 
able. ‘ 

I desire to suggest through the medium 
of the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL that the 
War Department extend the time for the 
reduction of surplus non-commissioned 
officers until June 30, 1923. In the event 
that the twenty-five-year retirement bill 
did not then become a law there would be 
a few vacancies created by men leaving 
the Service, and this would materially aid 
a number of the younger N.C.O.’s who are 
desirous of making the Army their pro- 
fession.

JUSTICE OR FAVORITISM? 


To THE EprTor: 

Is the protection of the seniority of a 
non-commissioned officer to be taken away 
from him, and is favoritism to be allowed 
to decide the issue when the reduction of 
surplus non-commissioned officers tukes 
place? It is an understood fact that 
when the reduction of the surplus memn- 
bers of the first grade takes place it will 
be by seniority. Why should not the mem- 








bers of the second grade (first sergeants) 
be given the same treatment? 

As things look at present in a number 
of places, favoritism and not seniority 
seems to be the rule. Will the War De- 
partment allow an injustice of that kind 
to be done the ranking members of the sec- 
end grade? Once the protection of seni- 
ority of a non-commissioned officer is 
taken away from him he has nething to 
fall back on, unless, as it seems now, he 
is a favorite of a battery commander. 

Since the reductions in the enlisted 
strength have been made first sergeants 
have been shifted from battery to battery. 
Before being taken away from the battery 
he had he knew the ways of his old bat- 
tery commander. When sent to another 
battery, before he is given a fair chance 
to learn the ways of his present officer 
and to show if he is able to make good, he 
is replaced by the officer’s favorite. Is 
that justice? 

Is that justice to the senior? Will the 
War Department realize the effect on the 
morale of the Service if a first sergeant is 
allowed to be replaced by a man he ranks 
by years? If all reductions of surplus 
non-coms. are made according to seniority, 
everyone will be satisfied, as everyone 
knows that is the fairest way of all. Can 
anything be more humiliating to an old 
non-com. with over twenty years’ service, 
and one of the ranking first sergeants 01 
the agree than to be replaced by a 
man his junior by years? 

Let us hope that when the order comes 
from the War Department to reduce the 
surplus non-coms. it will clearly state that 
it will be by seniority and not by favorit- 
ism. That and that only will be giving 
justice to everyone.

NON-COMS. WHO HELD WAR COMMIS- 
SIONS. 


To THe Epitor: 

In behalf of the N.C.O.’s that held com- 
missions during the emergency this little 
appeal is written and it is hoped that 
something can be done for them if the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL will bring this 
to the attention of the military commit- 
tees of both houses. 

Before and during the emergency the 
Army chose the best men among the non- 
commissioned officers that could be ob- 
tained and commissioned them. These N. 
C.O.’s were the cream of the old Army 
and served their country well, some of 
them reaching the grade of colonel and 
the majority reaching the grade of cap- 
tain. This was our fatal mistake, as 
events have proved. 

All served faithfully, and when dis- 
charged from their commissions sought to 
return to their own or other organiza- 
tions in their old grade as non-commis- 
sioned officers, only to find that their posi- 
tions were filled with men with from three 
to eight years’ service, positions we would 
still be filling if we had not accepted our 
commissions. We old timers are now sur- 
plus in grade and on Dec. 31, 1922, we 
who hold commissions will be demoted for 
the good of the Service and to comply with 
the new tables of organization, while the 
younger men that filled our old positions 
will be retained and become permanent in 
their present grades. 

(Congress has taken care of the officers, 
but as yet nobody has “gone to the bat” 
for the former officers that are now car- 
ried surplus and expecting the axe the end 
of the year, some to the grade of sergeant. 
That means that the majority of the old 
timers and those that have given most of 
their lives to the Service, and some of 
whom are married and raised families 
during their service will have to quit 
and enter civil life like a recruit entering 
the Service, as it will be utterly impossible 
to support a family on a sergeant’s pay 
when quarters and allowances are not fur- 
nished. 

To remedy this wholesale reduction I 
have the following to suggest: 

1. Pass the Fish-Perry twenty-five-year 
retirement bill, thereby eliminating 75 
per cent. of the demotions. 

2. For the former officers. let them be 
carried as surplus in their present grades 
(if not made permanent) until absorbed. 

. The reduction of N.C.O.’s to be made 
from those that did not hold commissions 
during the emergency. 

. By dets*ling former officers (now 








N.C.O.’s) with the National Guard, 8.0, 
T.C. and O.R.C., as all three are in dire 
need of efficient N.C.O.’s. 

5. By transfer from one branch of the 
Service to another to fill existing vacap. 
cies. 

It is a fact that if the reductions go 
through as planned it means a loss to the 
government of a large number of valug. 
ble men that have proved their ability te 
handle any job that is given them, “et. 
ters to Garcia” included.

TWENTY-FIVE YEAR RETIREMENT. 
To THE Eprror: 


The article appearing in your columns ~ 


of Oct. 21, signed X. Y., advocating graded 
retirement for the enlisted men, of course 
would not be acceptable to us. We are 
endeavoring to get through a bill from 
which we will derive some benefit and 
which at the same time will be to the in- 
terest of the Government. 

If such a bill should become a law 
as recommended in the letter referred to 
above it would not retire, at most, more 
than 200 men out of the entire Service, 
for those having twenty-five straight years 
in are nearly as scarce as hen’s teeth, 
while it would, on the other hand, hold 
one or more thousand in the Service from 
one to three and four yeurs longer than 
under the present law. This is on account 
of many men having from one to six 
years’ double time, which we trust no one 
begrudges us, considering the conditions 
under which it was gained, as in most in- 
stances it has shortened our years that 
much. 

Twenty-five years is long enough to 
serve for retirement, and the kind of ser- 
vice to which we have been subject in 
attaining double time was such that marks 
the credit honestly earned. 

We would not object to a graded retire 
ment that would not be against our in- 
terest, but why not let us finance our own 
retirement (as we used to do old Soldiers’ 
Home)? The Fish bill now before Cor 
gress seems to be the favorite bill. Any 
bill that would really shorten the service 
period for retirement and not reduce the 
compensation would of course be satis 
factory. 

There are some friends of authority at 
work on this, and more are being add 
right along.

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Efficiency as. Well as Justice 
Demands the Saving of the 
Non-Commissioned Officer 


EPUBLICS are notoriously un- 
R grateful. Prior to this war the 

enlisted man or officer who had 
spent his life in the Regular Army, or 
Navy, or Marine Corps knew this to be 
true from the past history of these Ser- 
vices. Since the Armistice there has been 
one example after another. 

In any other country the two men who 
commanded our Ist and 2d Armies in the 
face of the enemy, and the man who was 
responsible for the successful operation of 
the supply system, would have been given 
at least the rank of lieutenant general 
which they so markedly deserve. In all 
other armies the successful leaders have 
had given them every honor and promo- 
tion. 

In every other country the reduction of 
the number of officers in each grade of the 
permanent force, due to the demobiliza- 
tion incident to the close of the war, is still 
being carried out gradually and through 
various methods by which the men who 
earned promotion on the battlefield do not 
feel that after having devoted sufficient of 
their lives to the Service to be unfitted 
to start civilian careers, they are being 
ruthlessly and ungratefully slung aside. 
Rather do they feel that the sacrifices 
which they have made and the lives which 
they have spent in study and work upon 
small pay are more than repaid by the 
gratitude of their country. 

In this country, after suffering reduc- 
tion in rank of a number of grades, due 
to the return of the Army to a peace ba- 
sis, officers found themselves confronted 
with the possibility of being thrown out 
in civil life in large numbers after long 
service. Nothing but the most prompt ac- 
tion on the part of friends of the Army 
in civil life prevented this program from 
being carried out. Even as it is, a con- 
siderable number of officers have to go. 


Robbing the Army of Its Backbone 


During all this the number of non-com- 
missioned officers in the Army has been 
steadily decreased, due to the fact that 
Congress, instead of allowing a non-com- 
missioned officer strength sufficient to carry 
out the work assigned the Regular Army 
under the National Defense act, has al- 
lowed practically only enough non-com- 
missioned officers to take care of the Reg- 
ular Army alone. ‘The Regular forces 
have been reduced from 280,000 to 125,- 
000. The number of non-commissioned 
officers allowed for each grade has been 
reduced proportionately. As the Secre- 
tary of War points out in his letter to 
Congress, published on page 201 of this 
paper, in the issue of Oct. 28, a minimum 
of 2,300 more non-commissioned officers is 
required for the duties incident to the 
training and administration of he National 
Guard and Reserve forces now in existence. 


Satisfied Corps of Non-Coms Essential 


It is of the highest importance that the 
Qon-commissioned corps of the Regular 
Army be made up of efficient, satisfied in- 
dividuals of the type necessary to per- 
form the most important duties which fall 
to their share. The fact that the educa- 
tio which is so necessary if a commis- 
sioned officer is to be efficient is not needed 
in the non-commissioned officer grades does 
not alter the fundamental fact known to 
all armies since the beginning of time that 
these men make up the framework on 
which an army must be built. Without 
an efficient corps of non-commissioned offi- 
cers an army is an impossibility. 

Efficiency in the final analysis depends 
upon morale. Probably the most efficient 
trmy history has seen was the German 
‘my of the World War. Its efficiency, 
due to war losses and the absorption of 
People with less and less training, stead- 
lly declined during the war. Neverthe- 


less it held the world at bay and was not 
beaten until its morale broke. 

During the war many non-commissioned 
officers of long service were temporarily 
appointed to various commissioned officer 
grades. On the battlefield they showed 
their ability to lead the units which they 
were given. After the war the majority 
of these men had to return to the non- 
commissioned officer grades, because there 
was no way under our law by which they 
could be properly taken care of. The 
higher non-commissioned officer grades 
were the only just places to put them. 
They were entitled under the law to re- 
turn to the non-commissioned grade from 
which they had been temporarily com- 
missioned. These grades being already 
full, either the faithful men of long ser- 
vice occupying them had to be crowded 
out or the men who had held commissions 
had to become surplus in grade or take 
still lower grades. 

In other words, from the very end of 
the war the great problem for the Regular 
Army has been how to take care of the 
efficient non-commissioned officer who has 
faithfully served through long years. 


A Complicated Problem 


With each decrease in the Regular force 
this problem has become greater and 
greater, with the result that more and 
more injustices have had to be done. The 
necessity which exists under the present 
law to demote or otherwise get rid of 1, 
more of these men still further compli- 
cates the situation. 

Time may straighten out the injustice 
for the younger non-commissioned officer 
in the same way that it may for the 
younger commissioned officer. However, 
large numbers of these men are facing re- 
tirement within the immediate future. 
The retired pay of non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the highest grade is none too large. 
The retired pay of the lower grades of 
non-commissioned officers is insufficient 
for a single man to live on, and above all 
insufficient for a married man. 

The immediate and practical problem 
which faces a number of these men, after 
giving thirty years of hard service to 
their country, is the question of finding 
employment in civil life, in order that 
they may make both ends meet. 

Not only is this unjust to the men con- 
cerned, but it is bound to influence thou- 
sands of younger men now in the Service, 
or considering entering the Service, who 
are of the type that we must have in our 
non-commissioned officers’ corps if that 
corps is to be efficient. 


National Guard Football Hosts 
ITH the passage of time signs 
multiply indicating the wisdom 


| of the one Army idea. A recent 


incident of the excellent relations now 
existing between National Guard, Reserve 
and Regular forces is the invitation ex- 
tended by the 103d Cavalry, Pennsylvania 
National Guard to all Cavalry officers at- 
tending the Army and Navy football game 
at Philadelphia on Nov. 25. This regiment, 
of which Col. George C. Fair is the com- 
manding officer, and Capt. N. G. Baker 
the adjutant, will have sleeping quarters 
for 200 officers and will furnish them 
meals at cost in the excellent restaurant 
which is maintained in the armory. 

This arrangement will certainly be wel- 
comed by all Cavalry officers, not only be- 
eause of the hospitality displayed, but 
also because of the difficulty of obtaining 
accommodations in Philadelphia except at 
the very highest prices. Also railway 
fares are excessive and the cost of any 
liquid other than water outrageous. 

There is many an officer who saves up 
throughout the year to make an annual 
pilgrimage to this game, which has always 
been more than a football contest between 
the two academies, because it is the occa- 
sion for a reunion of friends in the Regu- 
lar Services who have not seen each other 
for years. 

The gathering together in one armory 
of.200 Regular, National Guard and Re- 
serve Cavalry officers of the United States 
Army at the time of the coming game will 
be the first step towards making these 
games the occasion for Army reunions in 
the broadest sense because of the friend- 
ships and mutual understanding which in- 
evitably result when men get together in 
such a manner. 

A more intimate and more lasting liai- 
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son can be brought about by such means 
than can be produced by all the regula- 
tions and schools requiring and teaching 
this most important subject. Will any- 
one who served in France ever forget the 
smoothness of the relief of one division by 
another where the officers of the different 
echelons of command of the division to be 
relieved entertained as best they could 
those of the same command echelons of 
the incoming division, and the irritation, 
misunderstanding and confusion where 
this was not the case? 

It is to be hoped that the already numer- 
ous occasions on which the officers of the 
different categories of our Army get to- 
gether will be steadily increased in the 
future, and that no opportunity will be 
lost to make such occasions social affairs 
as well as military ones. 


Absurdity of Seniority Rule 
in Congress 


"T] “A HE Evening Bulletin of Providence, 
Rhode Island, in commenting upon 
the necessity to save the Non-com- 

missioned Officer Corps of the Army, 
makes a very pertinent statement: “It 
does not seem unreasonable to urge that 
when members are appointed to the Ap- 
propriations sub-committees from the Mil- 
itary and Naval Affairs Committee they 
shall be men who represent the opinion 
of the majority. During the next 
session if Congress is to carry out the 
will of the majority on Army and Navy 
matters, those who serve on the Appro- 
priations Sub-committee should be known 
as men who will not sacrifice the se- 
curity of the nation for a political pur- 
pose.” 

Mr. Anthony of Kansas, Mr. Stafford 
of Wisconsin, and Mr. Kelley of Michi- 
gan are three of those Congressmen who 
held important positions upon the Army 
and Navy Appropriations Sub-committees 
the last session of Congress who were con- 
spicuous by their hostility to adequate Na- 
tional Defense, and their readiness to 
vitiate the will of the majority by cut- 
ting appropriations. 

There will undoubtedly be an excellent 
example in the next Congress (1923- 
1925) of the absurdity of the seniority 
rule as it applies at present. 

Colonel Wainwright of New York is 
running for Congress, and undoubtedly 
will be elected. Colonel Wainwright’s 
long years’ service in the National Guard 
of New York includes the Mexican border 
mobilization of 1916 and the campaigns of 
the 27th Infantry Division in Europe dur- 
ing the World War. Since, he has been 
Assistant Secretary of War, and as such 
has had to come daily into contact with 
the many intricate and important prob- 
lems having to do with the supply of our 
Army. Also to his office was assigned the 
study which has been made, under his di- 
rection, of the important question of in- 
dustrial mobilization. 

The failure to have any plans made 
along these lines prior to our entry into 
the World War was one of the primary 
causes of the enormous expense of the 
war to us. The fact that the men who 
handled this problem during the war were 
of the highest type and accomplished re- 
sults which were truly remarkable, when 
all the circumstances are taken into con- 
sideration, does not alter the essential 
truth of the statement that the sufferings 
of industry in this country to-day are 
very largely due to our failure to prepare 
for industrial mobilization prior to 1917. 

Colonel Wainwright has been a mem- 
ber of the Administration; he sympathizes 
with and understands the necessity for 
economy. Thus, he is eminently fitted in 
every way to play an important part on 
the Army Appropriations Sub-committee. 
All this knowledge and experience will not 
help Colonel Wainwright to become a 
member either of the Military Affairs 
Committee or of the Appropriations Sub- 
committee. This for no other reason than 
the absurd one that Colonel Wainwright, 
if elected, as he undoubtedly will be, will 
be a junior member of Congress. 

On the other hand, Messrs. Anthony, 
Stafford and Kelley, in spite of their past 


records for inefficiency, ignorance of and 
hostility towards the most important ques- 
tions connected with the National De- 
fense of this country, will be entitled, un- 
der the seniority rule, to great considera- 
tion for no other reason than that they 
have sat in Congress a number of years. 


Anthony Apologizes 


. RECENT issue of the Leavenworth 
Daily Times, the paper of Repre- 
sentative Daniel R. Anthony, jr., 

contains an apology in its editorial col- 

umns for the unjust, unfair and wholly un- 
true implication that the Regular officer 
advocates adequate national defense from 

a selfish and not from a patriotic motive. 

At the same time a plea is made for tol- 

erance towards the Times, and presuma- 

bly Mr. Anthony, on the part of those 
who oppose him. 

The Gospel of St. Matthew, seventh 
chapter, sixteenth verse, says: “Ye shall 
know them by their works.’ 

Mr. Anthony’s record shows him to be 
& consistent, persistent, determined ene- 
my of the Army. In the recent Congress, 
when the great responsibility rested upon 
him of explaining to his fellow Congress- 
men what the Elimination bill really 
meant, he succeeded in giving them an en- 
tirely false idea of the results which would 
accrue from its passage. He was charged 
with having done so and has never denied 
the charge. 


Mr. Anthony’s Record 


In his campaign for re-election, Mr. An- 
thony has persistently endeavored to pic- 
ture the officers of the Army to the par- 
ents of Kansas as brutal militarists, in- 
terested only in building up a huge Army 
based on conscription. Mr. Anthony, in 
his campaign for re-election, through his 
newspaper, has not hesitated to do every- 
thing that he could to stir up ill-will and 
hatred between the Regular forces and 
the National Guard. Mr. Anthony has, 
throughout his campaign for re-election, 
endeavored to prove to those sorrowing 
parents who lost sons serving in the 35th 
Infantry Division in the Argonne that 
the Regular Army was responsible, and 
that a Regular officer had sneered at the 
gallant efforts of these men. 

Mr. Anthony was one of the Congress- 
men who opposed all proper measures of 
preparation prior to this war. The moth- 
ers of Kansas who bemoan the loss of a 
son in the Argonne have no one to blame 
more than Mr. Anthony and the other 
Congressmen who sent these same sons 
partially trained, unprepared, and under 
leaders necessarily of but limited experi- 
ence, into the hell of modern battle. 

In spite of that, Mr. Anthony is urging 
to-day that this nation again follow this 
same course, and therefore in the end 
again inevitably suffer the same cruel 
consequences, 


Not Entitled to Tolerant Treatment 


Up to the present there is nothing in 
Mr. Anthony’s record to entitle him to 
tolerant treatment by those who know 
from their own personal experience in 
battle that the course he has pursued and 
is pursuing is unjust and dangerous to 
the American young man and boy, to the 
parents who brought him into this world, 
to the farming, commercial and industrial 
life of this country, and above all to the 
future existence of the United States of 
America. 

If Mr. Anthony wants tolerance, let him 
reform. Let him prove by good works 
that his reformation is sincere and not 
merely for election purposes. 

If he continues in his present course, 
there can be but one method to be pur- 
sued, and that is a continuous, vigorous, 
unending and increasing campaign against ~ 
him until he is eliminated from Congress. 
Persistency -will accomplish anything. 
Even if he succeeds in being re-elected 
this time he will heve to face another 
campaign in two years.

Additional interesting recommendations 
are being received by the War Department 
from National Guard officers in response 
to the Department’s request for recom- 
mendations as to methods of improving 
the National Guard service. 

As the replies increase in number it be- 
comes evident that four recommendations 
only command any large following. These 
four points are: (a) Elimination or reduc- 
tion of paper work; (b) the issue of bet- 
ter looking uniforms; (c) the prompt is- 
sue of prescribed equipment; (d)_ the 
payment of more money for National 
Guard peace time service. ‘ ’ 

Below are some of the most interesting 
recommendations received since the com- 
pilation, published in the last two issues, 
was made for the ARMY AND Navy JouR- 
NAL: 

More liberality in the allowance of uniforms; 
men like to dress up. 

Lessen paper work, loosen red tape and give 
more money (the officer making the above recom- 
mendations adds “but the War Department is 
doing all it can. Congress is the trouble and 
the state legislatures” ). 

By removing delays for armory drills and by 
more liberal policy as to pay. 

Personally I believe that the money spent on 

camps for Reserve officers would bring better 
returns if it was expended upon the National 
Guard. In other words, it is the National Guard 
which should be built up, and not so much stress 
should be laid upon former service men who are 
not willing to align themselves with active mili- 
tary organizations. The Army and the National 
Guard are real—the other plans are too vision- 
ary. 
By stopping the sale of articles of the uniform 
of the U.S. Army by so-called “Army and Navy 
stores.” By issuing free to soldiers of the 
National Guard one complete uniform for each 
three years of honorable service, in lieu of the 
clothing allowance now in effect in the Regular 
Army. 

Payments for armory drill to be made quar- 
terly and promptly. (Quarterly payments are 
now authorized.) Issue of full equipment as 
prescribed in tables. Prompt shipment of equip- 
ment after requisitions are filled. Issue of motor 
transportation to regiments, units of which are 
located at stations distant to headquarters. 
Issue uniforms to fit the enlisted men. 

Reduce the intolerable burden of paper work. 
Some modification should be made of the sense- 
less regulations now in force regarding paper 
work, e.g., the prohibition of ditto marks and 
the initialing of paragraphs in the service 
records. 

Hold camps of instruction near home stations 
when possible instead of the remote point where 
nobody ever sees them. 

Give credit for more than one drill in a day 
when the time put in at each drill exceeds, say, 
four hours. This will encourage practice 
marches and all-day outdoor exercises which tend 
to bring the Guard before the public. 


Allow free tage for National Guard cor- 
respondence. his costs this regiment over $5 
per month. 


Modify present rules governing target practice 
which have totally destroyed interest in this 
important activity. These rules should be 
brought more into accord with conditions that 
exist in the National Guard but do not exist in 
the Regular Army. 

By continuing what appears to be the present 
policy of dignifying the N.G. service as a 
recognized part of the Army of the U.S. and 
encouraging organizational pride in it as such. 
And per contra: avoiding what seemed to be 
the policy of 1916-17 of discrediting the N.G. 
and holding it responsible for faults other than 
its own; such as (to mention but one of man 
examples) the want of equipment for, and lac 
of training of, the large increment which was 
added at the moment of mobilization, to ex- 
pand units from peace to war strength. 

By making it impossible that the Government 
will again break faith with the mnel of 
units, as it did in many cases in 1917, in 
breaking up units composed of young men from 
the same community (neighbors and friends, 
often relatives), and transferring the personnel 
to different organizations, aounng those who 
had been led to believe they could serve to- 
gether in the branch of the service and the 
unit of their choice. The bitter memories en- 
gendered by such experiences have, in some in- 
stances, permeated communities and are an ob- 
stacle to be overcome in “increasing the at- 
tractiveness of N.G. service.” A more detailed 
statement upon this subject can be supplied if 
wanted, with specific particulars, to exemplif. 
the better alternative methods that were avail- 
able to meet the conditions for which such 
wholesale transfers were made. 

By avoidance of excessive tutelage of N.G. 
officers, particularly in the detailed preparation 
and execution of training programs. Responsi- 
bility (if the capacity for it exists) is developed 
by responsibility. There is no better way to de- 
termine fitness for the exercise of command than 
by the exercise of the duties in training which 
are appropriate to the grade. 

Minimize as much as possible the require- 
ments of paper work, which at best imposes a 
heavy burden upon many t officers. There 
still remains a great deal of duplication of re- 
ports and returns that it ought to be possible 
to eliminate without detriment. 

Improve the service of supply now in exist- 
ence. Insist that all military correspondence 
relating to National Guard be handled as busi- 
ness men handle such matters, i.e., at once and 
without the unnecessary delay now experienced. 
Supply full equipment authorized. Cut to the 
minimum paper work which drives more officers 
from the service than any other one thing. 
Change N.G. Regulations so that bodies larger 
than a battalion may be exercised on maneuvers 
in eamps of instruction. Permit National Guard 
to increase to war strength where units can be 
maintained at war strength. This obviously per- 
mits of more thorough training of the infantry 
units in all departments. 

Preach, at all times. that in any future emer- 
gency men will go with their units and not be 
scattered to the four winds as was the case 
in 1917—notwithstanding they were promised 
otherwise by a War Department, which broke 
faith. The average American is slow to recover 
from the reaction of broken faith and the an- 
tipathy to the Army to-day is in a large measure 
due to this cause, and to the realization that 
there are yet in the Army irreconcilables who 
do not believe in the National Guard or the 
licy of the nation. Retire

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astounding. 

Furnish to the National Guard, who are obli- 
gated now to the Federal and State Government, 
decent uniforms, such as are furnished R.O.T.C, 
students. Some sent to the National Guard are 
a disgrace, and a man feels disgraced in having 
to wear a misfit uniform made of shoddy when 
he sees well-fitting uniforms of superior material 
in other branches of the Army.

D.C. NATIONAL GUARD 
GET-TOGETHER MEETINGS. 


The National Guard of the District of 
Columbia held its first get-together meet- 
ing on Oct. 24. Interesting speeches were 
the features of the meeting. These were 
delivered by Brig. Gen. Anthony Stephan, 
commander of the District National 
Guard; Col. C. C. Hammond, who will 
assume his duties as chief of the Finance 
and Property Section of the Militia Bu- 
reau of the War Department, and Maj. F. 
M. Maddox, office of the Chief of the Mili- 
tia Bureau. 

General Stephan spoke on the history 
of the District National Guard up to the 
present time, while Colonel Hammond 
talked on what was going on in the Ore- 
gon National Guard, of which the colonel 
is a member. Major Maddox Yhade an 
address on the accomplishments of the 
National Guard divisions in the World 
War, its organized strength, its aims at 
the present time, and the absolute neces- 
sity of stimulating interest at all times in 
the Guard training. 


RHODE ISLAND N.G. MAKE 
FINE RECORD ON RIOT DUTY. 


‘The units of the Rhode Island National 
Guard on duty in aiding the civil authori- 
ties preserve order during strikes by work- 
men have rendered fine service for some 
eight months and interesting reports were 
rendered by Col. C. L. D. Wells, C.A.C.; 
Maj. BE. S. Chaffee, 103d Field Art.; Maj. 
S. A. Hall, commanding Ist Cavalry 
Squadron, all three being members of the 
Rhode Island National Guard, and Maj. 
G. A. Taylor, C.A.C., U.S.A., instructor. 

The organizations involved were: Troops 
A, C and D, 1st Cavalry Squadron; the 
345th, 346th, 347th, 348th, 349th, 350th, 
351st and 352d companies of Coast Artil- 
lery; two machine gun detachments from 
the 103d Field Artillery, and Ambulance 
Co. No. 152. A total of several hundred 
officers and men was involved and this 
force was engaged on this duty in decreas- 
ing numbers from Feb. 10 until Oct. 14. 

The reports deal with the general strike 
situation before the troops were ordered 
out, the preparations made and the pre- 
paratory instruction given in the armories. 
This instruction included riot drill, use of 
saber, rifle and pistol, and duties in assist- 
ing civil authorities. ° 

The manner of patrolling disturbed dis- 
tricts and the disposition of troops is told. 

Natick was the center of the disturb- 
ance in the Valley, a large part of the pop- 
ulation being Italians, and they had moved 
about from one village to another creat- 
ing disturbances wherever they had gone, 
and having gained the appellation of “The 
Iron Battalion” from some source, they 
seemed to feel a certain pride in their vari- 
ous exploits. It was this element that 
caused most of the disturbance. They 
were defiant and in many ways tried to 
“feel out” the troops sent to maintain or- 
der. After the first week, however, no 
trouble was encountered, as the troops 
had carried out their instructions firmly 
but without roughness. 

Major Taylor, U.S.A., the instructor, 
in commenting upon the duty performed 
by the Rhode Island National Guard 
states: “These troops have behaved splen- 
didly, have stood for law and order and 
have favored no one. In other words, 
they have behaved as they were trained. 
The Governor has expressed his apprecia- 
tion of their service and he indicated his 
belief that since the Cavalry arm is so ef- 
fective for riot duty the state of Rhode 
Island should have another troop.” 

The issue of government mounts to the 
Rhode Island Cavalry troops was particu- 
larly timely in view of the duty these or- 
ganizations were called upon to perform. 
The Rhode Island squadron had received 
129 public animals and these mounts were 
no small factor in the effect created by 
the troops engaged on this duty. 

Major Taylor concludes his revort: 
“The presence in this state of a well or- 
ganized and disciplined National Guard is, 
in my opinion, a very potential factor in 
enforcing law and order. After experi- 
encing the reaction customary in such 
eases following the trying and disagree- 
able experiences of strike duty, the Rhode 
Island National Guard is now returning 
to normal conditions and is applying it 
self to the armory training for the winter.

speeches, Colonel Hammond being the 
toastmaster. 

Extensive improyements have been made 
in the interior of the armory this year, 
and the quarterly muster and inspection 
was the occasion for showing the new 
quarters to the various officials, officers 
and prominent citizens, as well as to 
start the fall military activities. Also the 
different Portland clubs are being urged 
to adopt a military unit and father it, sey- 
eral already having selected a company to 
boost for, recruit up and work together 
for mutual advancement. 

A total of $59,581.72 poured into the 
pockets of Oregon Guardsmen for Federal 
drill pay during the first six months of 
the year. This amount represents the to- 
tal of all armory drill pay checks received 
for the period. This equals nearly, $5 per 
month for each man. 

Marked improvement in appearance and 
steadiness in ranks was shown by the 
Multnomah county troops of the 162d In- 
fantry at the third quarterly inspection 
held at the armory in Portland, Sept. 28. 
The balconies were crowded with Portland 
citizens who loudly cheered the Guards- 
men as they passed in review before Gen- 
eral White, the Mayor of Portland, city 
and county officials and Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps officers. 





Tennessee, 


Troop A, 109th Cav., Tennessee Na- 
tional Guard, was organized in Knoxville 
just after the World War by Capt. H. 0. 
Acuff. The troop was Federally recog- 
nized June 30, 1920. During January, 
1921, Captain Acuff had to resign as troop 
commander, owing to his moving away 
from Knoxvillé. Captain Acuff was sue 
ceeded by Capt. A. J. Cockrell, who re 
tained command until April, 1921, when 
he was forced to resign on account of his 
business demanding all of his time. 

From a handful of twenty-three men the 
membership has now reached seventy-seven 
men. The officers are very careful in ac- 
cepting applicants for enlistment, keeping 
in mind the idea that it is better to have 
quality than quantity. The troop attended 
the 4th Corps Area Cavalry camp at 
Camp McClellan during the summer of 
1922 with two officers and fifty-six en- 
listed men where they showed up exceed- 
ingly well along side other Cavalry units, 
both National Guard and Regular Army.

THE GENERAL SERVICE SCHOOLS 
AND SUMMER TRAINING CAMPS. 


In connection with the estimates re- 
cently submitted by the War Department 
asking for the sum of $4,401,000 for the 


Reserve Officers’ Training Camps it is of 
interest to review the work accomplished 
by the teams from the Leavenworth Ser- 
vice schools during the past summer’s 
training. 

In order to insure uniformity of train- 
ing there was prepared early in 1922 by 
a board of instructors an outline of a 
series of terrain exercises for the officers 
of the National Guard and of the Organ- 
ized Reserves. These terrain exercises, 
based on an Infantry division, covered a 
division on the march, a meeting engage- 
ment, different phases of the conduct of 
attacks and forins of defensive situations. 

They were conducted at the different 
camps by teams composed of graduates of 
the 1921-1922 clasess of the General Staff 
School and School of the Line. Each 
team was supervised by an instructor. 

In most camps the exercises were con- 
ducted as tactical rides or walks, no writ- 
ten solutions being required. At other 
camps written solutions were prepared 
by the officers undergoing training. The 
first seemed to give the best results and 
will be employed almost exclusively in the 
future. 

Reports from corps area commanders 
show that the scheme was comprehensive 
and logical, and the comments as to the 
work of the different teams very gratify- 
ing. 

It is a unanimous recommendation that 
in future camps the general system out- 
lined for 1922, with slight modifications, 
be followed, and that the instruction be 
conducted by teams composed of gradu- 
ates from the General Service Schools 
and the Special Service Schools. 


RESERVISTS AND GUARDSMEN 
VISIT FORT LEAVENWORTH. 


About twenty-five officers of the Re- 
serve and the National Guard of Kansas 
City, Mo., visited Fort Leavenworth on 
Oct. 28. Their purpose was to gain an 
understanding of the educational system 
of the Army and of the Fort Leavenworth 
school in particular. They were guests 
of Brig. Gen. Hanson B. Ely, U.S.A., and 
other officers of the post. 

General Ely and a staff of officers con- 
ducted the visitors on a tour of the post. 
They witnessed a drill by the Disciplinary 
Battalion and a jumping exhibition by 
officers in the riding hall. They then vis- 
ited the school. 

Col. Robert H. Allen, the assistant 
commandant, told them of the Army edu- 
cational system. 

Maj. Thomas Catron gave a demonstra- 
tion of one of the problems used by the 
school. The visitors gave their closest at- 
tention and ‘were very well pleased with 
the clearness of the explanations. 

General Ely promised all possible as- 
sistance to the Reservists and Guardsmen. 

“That is what the Regular Army is 
for,” said the general. “If any member 
of the Regular Army does not properly 
support the National Guard and the Or- 
ganized Reserve he will be subject to 
disciplinary measures. In turn we ex- 
pect the National Guard and Organized 
Reserve to support the Regular Army, 
and we have every reason to believe that 
they are doing it.” 

From the school the party went to the 
Officers’ Club Annex for luncheon. 

The visit of the Reservists and Guards- 
men and many similar ones indicate that 
there is in general no ill-feeling whatso- 
ever between the National Guard, the 
Regular Army and the Organized Reserve 
in that section of the United States, much 
as Mr. Anthony would have the country 
understand. 


RESERVE OFFICERS APPRECIATE 
TREATMENT AT MITCHEL FIELD. 


After a visit to Mitchel Field, L.I., re- 
cently, members of the Eberts Flying Field 
Association experienced a change of senti- 
ment toward the Air Service of the Regu- 
lar Army and indited a letter to Maj. Gen. 
Mason M. Patrick, Chief of the Air Ser- 
vice, expressing their appreciation of their 
reception at the field. The letter tells the 
whole story. It follows: 

We just want to express to you, the 
commanding officer of the Army Air Ser- 
vice, our appreciation for the treatment 
afforded us at Mitchel Field, Sept. 22. 

We were in New York attending our

REVISION OF RESERVE OFFICER . 
REGULATIONS DECIDED ON. 


The War Department will shortly ap- 
point a board to revise Special Regula- 
tions No. 43 for Reserve officers. Al- 
though the matter has not approached a 
stage at which the board will be selected, 
it has been decided to appoint Reserve offi- 
cers. 

The decision to revise the regulations 
has been reached largely on account of 
the changes that have been suggested by 
Reserve officers. When Special Regula- 
tions No. 43 were written it was recog- 
nized that a revision might be necessary 
later. The original board had no prece- 
dents to follow and was working on en- 
tirely new lines. 

Aside from this, there have been a num- 
ber of laws passed which make it neces- 
sary to revise the regulations. One of 
these is the act authorizing the commis- 
sioning of federally recognized National 
Guard officers in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. The present promotion system 
has a number of defects which it is be- 
lieved should be corrected. It is urged 
that some system should be worked out by . 
which more recognition should be given to 
officers who take training in the summer 
schools and attend the Service schools. 

Officers in the War Department have 
been asked to make a study of the subject 
and later it is expected that steps will be 
— to secure suggestions from Reserve 
officers.

“T noticed in the issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JournaL of Oct. 21 that the 21st 
Infantry is believed to have established 
a record of machine gun firing that is the 
best in the Army. I noted that the regi- 
ment qualified 99.2 per cent., and that Ca 
D aqnalified 100 per cent. sharpshooter or 
better.

“Briefly, the 23d Infantry qualified 
every man in the three M.G. companies 
as sharpshooter or better, and we have 
been keeping quiet about it because we 
didn’t think it particularly good. 

“We admit we can be beat, but we want 
to go on record as saying that no regi- 
ment can beat the 23d with a mere 99.2 
per cent.”

ARMY AIR SERVICE GIVES 
EXHIBITION IN WASHINGTON. 


Thrill after thrill was given to the 2,500 
spectators at Bolling Field Oct. 25, when 
Army aviators performed daring stunts 
and mimic warfare as a part of the demon- 
stration of Air Service activities. Brig. 
Gen. H. H. Bandholtz, commander of the 
District of Washington, and Maj. G. E. 
Reinburg, commanding officer of the field, 
said it was the largest demonstration of 
its kind ever staged here.

H. K. Ramey, who 
took part in the air meet in Detroit, and 
Capt. William C. Ocker, Lieut. H. W. 
Beaton, T. P. Smith, P. C. Wilkins and 
A. B. Baker.

VALUE OF AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHY 
SHOWN BY DIVISION MANEUVERS. 


The splendid work of the 22d Photo 
Section during the recent maneuvers of 
the 2d Division has convinced the officer 
personnel of this famous fighting division 
of the great value of aerial photography. 

A mosaic map of the area occupied by 
the troops of the division was made on 
one day when the area was occupied and 
another one was made after the troops 
had been withdrawn. Very satisfactory 
results were obtained, it being possible to 
trace the movements of the various regi- 
ments almost as well as though they had 
built roads to move out on and proved to 
the officers of the 2d Division the value of 
aerial photography in tracing the move- 
ments of troops. 

Of particular value was the proof of 
the ability of the K-1 camera, fitted with 





a K-13 filter, and using a panchromatic 
film to pierce the haze so often encountered 
in aerial photography. The photographs 
were made at an altitude of 9,300 feet, 
through a dense haze which extended up 
to about 10,000 feet and which rendered 
it impossible to pick out a point four 
miles distant with the naked eye. This 
point was some large, bright red buildings. 
Regardless of this disadvantage, however, 
the negatives obtained were very clear. 
The photographic ship was piloted by 
Capt. C. EB. Giffin, A.S., attached at Kelly 
Field, Texas. Cadet Thomas made the 
exposures. 


AIR SERVICE HAS VACANCIES 
FOR A NUMBER OF FLYING CADETS. 


The Air Service of the Army still has a 
number of vacancies for the appointment 
of flying cadets. Candidates, who must 
be either enlisted men of the Regular 
Army or civilians, must be at the time of 
application : 

1. Unmarried male citizens of the Uni- 
ted States. 

2. Between the ages of 20 and 27 years. 

3. High school graduates or possess the 
equivalent of a high school education. 

4. Of excellent character. 

5. Of sound physique and in excellent 
health. 

Examinations will be held the second 

Tuesday in January and July. The base 
pay of flying cadets is $75 per month, 
which includes extra pay for flying risk. 
The ration allowance will not exceed $1 
per day, and the other allowanges, such as 
clothing, equipment, etc., are those of a 
private, first class, Air Service. Those 
candidates from civilian life will be re- 
quired to pay all expenses incident to their 
appearance before the examining board. 
, The term of enlistment of flying cadets 
is three years, but upon completion of or 
failure to complete the prescribed course 
candidates will be discharged and will not 
be required to serve the unexpired por- 
tion of their enlistment period. Normally 
the courses of training require fourteen 
months for  heavier-than-air and nine 
months for lighter-than-air. 

Those cadets who successfully complete 
the prescribed course of training will be 
commissioned second lieutenants in the 
Air Service Officers’ Reserve Corps (in- 
active status). Upon their discharge they 
will. be entitled to such travel pay and 
other allowances as are given other en- 
listed men when discharged from the Ser- 
vice.

Rear Admiral R. T. Hall, U.S.N., who 
is No. 1 on the list of rear admirals, re- 
tires for age on Nov. 5, 1922, He was 
porn in Virginia Nov. 28, 1854, and was 
appointed from Pennsylvania and commis- 
gioned assistant engineer, U.S. Navy, 
April 22, 1880. He was chief engineer of 
the U.S.S. Petrel, attached to Admiral 
Dewey’s squadron at the Battle of Manila 
Bay, and the industrial manager of Ca- 
yite Navy Yard, Philippine Islands, dur- 
ing the Spanish War, 1898, and was ad- 
vanced three numbers in rank in 1901 for 
eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle 
during war with Spain.

I—Loss of Pay Under Par. 54, Compilation 
of Orders (Sec. I, G.O. 45, W.D., 1914) 
Disease Contracted Prior to Enlistment.—In 
a decision rendered by the Comptroller General 
of the United States under date of Aug. 7, 
1922 (2 Comp. Gen. 84), it is held that a sol- 
dier absent from duty by reason of venereal 
disease contracted prior to his entry into the 
military service is not entitled, under the act of 
April 27, 1914 (38 Stat. 853—Bul. No. 18, 
D., 1914, p. 4), to pay for the period so 
absent. Officers responsible for computing the 
pay of enlisted men will be governed accord- 
ingly. 
II—Relates to chemical ammunition for use 
in training. Amendment to Oir. No. 112, W.D., 
1922 





IlI—Relates to indebtedness of general pris- 
oners honorably restored to duty. 

Any balance of indebtedness standing against 
a general prisoner at the time of his honorable 
restoration to duty will be charged against him 
on monthly pay rolls or final statements, col- 
lectable in monthly installments equal to two- 
thirds of his monthly pay, except that when col- 
lection in installments of not less than one-third 
of the monthly pay will result in satisfaction 
of the entire indebtedness prior to the date 
of expiration of term of service, the commanding 
officer of the disciplinary battalion will determine 
such lesser rate of monthly collections to be ap- 
plied and enter same on the service record 
of the soldier for collection. 

It is not deemed to be for the best interest 
of the military service to maintain a balance 
of indebtedness against an enlisted man either 
for the purpose of collection from him as a 
civilian or for charge against him in the event 
of his re-enlistment when his service subsequent 
to his restoration has been honest and faithful. 
Therefore, in such cases, when the maximum 
installment of two-thirds of the monthly pay 
has been regularly collected and a balance still 
remains due the United States at time of dis- 
charge from current enlistment, such balance 
of indebtedness will be remitted and cancelled 
upon the certification of the company commander 
that the service subsequent to restoration has 
been honest and faithful. 

IV—Appointment and Reduction of Non- 
commissioned Officers and Rating and Dis- 
rating of Enlisted Specialists, Air Service— 
Rescission of Cir. 293, W.D., 1921.—Cir. 293, 
W.D., 1921, is rescinded and the following 
substituted therefor: 

1. a. In Air Service units smaller than a 
group, forming a part of or attached to a wing, 
appointment to the grade of staff sergeant, ser- 
geant and corporal; reductions from these 
grades; the rating of enlisted men of the sixth 
and seventh grades as specialists in the first, 
second and third classes; and the disrating of 
enlisted men holding specialists’ ratings in these 
respective classes will be made by the wing com- 
mander, upon recommendation of the immediate 
commanding officer of the enlisted man. 

In Air Service units forming a part of 
or attached to a group, appointment to the grade 
of staff sergeant, sergeant, and corporal; reduc- 
tions from these grades; the rating of enlisted 
men of the sixth and seventh grades as special- 
ists in the first, second and third classes; and 
the disrating of enlisted men holding specialists’ 
ratings in these respective classes will bé made 
by the group commander, upon recommendation 
of the immediate commanding officer of the 
enlisted man. 

ce. In Air Service special service schoo] or- 
ganizations, appointments to and reductions 
from, and ratings in and disratings from the 
grades and classes of specialists’ ratings specified 
in ree a will be made by the com- 
mandant of the school, upon recommendation 
of the organization commander. : 

d. In all other Air Service organizations and 
detachments, appointments to and reductions 
from, and ratings in and disratings from the 
grades and classes of specialists’ ratings speci- 
fied in subparagraph a will be made by the 
organization or detachment commander, after ap- 
proval by the air officer of the department or 
corps area in which said organization is perma- 
nently stationed. f 

2. Commanding officers of balloon companies, 
air parks, and similar Air Service organiza- 
tions, and of Air Service detachments will 
appoint the first sergeant from among the ser- 
geants and staff sergeants of their organizations 
or detachments, and will return the first ser- 
geant to the grade held by him prior to his 
appointment as first sergeant; will appoint pri- 





vates, first class, and will return privates, first 
class, to the grade of private; ana will rate 
enlisted men of the sixth and seventh grades 
in specialists’ ratings of the fourth, fifth and 
sixth classes, and will disrate specialists in these 
respective classes without reference to higher 
authority. 

8. Pending revision of Army Regulations, 
master sergeants and technical sergeants, Air 
Service, will be appointed and reduced under 
regulations prescribed by the Chief of the Air 
Service. 

4. The responsibility that the allotment of 
grades as prescribed in tables of organization 
or in instructions from the Chief of the Air 
Service is not exceeded in any organization or 
detachment rests with the appointing or approv- 
ing authority. 

5. Candidates for rating as enlisted specialists 
wil] be required, prior to rating, to demonstrate 
their ability to perform the duties of the par- 
ticular specialty for which rating is desired. 
Ratings as shown in tables of organization rep- 
resent an ideal situation and should be used 
as a guide. 

6. The provisions of Cir. No. 197, W.D., 
1921 (Application of the designations ‘“com- 
pany” and “regiment’’), will not apply in so far 
as the provisions of this circular, relating to 
the appointment and reduction of non-commis- 
sioned officers and the rating and disrating of 
enlisted specialists of the Air Service, are in con- 
flict therewith. 

V—Certain Instructions and Regulations 
Applicable to Contract Surgeons, Warrant Of- 
ficers, Members of the Army Nurse Corps, and 
Field Clerks—1.

Sharp reactions in all grades of stocks and 
bonds are certain to come from time to time 
and the nearer a bull market is to the top 
the more frequent and precipitous the breaks 
are likely to be. Profits are usually guaran- 
teed by inserting stop loss orders, these being 
moved up as the market advances, and a mod- 
erate decline consequently often develops into 
a drastic one simply through the impetus it 
gives itself. The higher the prices go, of 
course, the more capital is required to pur- 
chase a given number of shares and the effect 
is virtually that of a decline in buying power. 
In fact, the very basis upon which a bull 
market is built is its final undoing. Stocks 
are bid up on the prospect of increased busi- 
ness activity and larger profits and when the 
assumption crystallizes into fact the credit 
allotted for speculative purposes is eventually 
absorbed by the greater commercial demands 
created by the increased volume of business. 


Business on the Upturn. 

Se far no crises have materialized and the 
bull market is not ended. The recent reaction 
was the result of some loans being called for 
relending in other directions, stop loss orders 
becoming effective, and a generally over-bought 
condition. 

There is no credit stringency and none is 
likely for some time to come, although fluc- 
tuation in interest rates will occur, but this 
phenomenon is entirely normal. 

Recent gold imports have gone to the Treas- 

ury Department instead of being available to 
the Federal Reserve banks as additional credit 
reserves. Nevertheless, the Federal Reserve 
ratio gained 2.4% last week, this being ac- 
complished by reductions in bills and note 
circulation. This indicates a slowing up in 
the demand for credit accommodation. The 
peak of the autumn requirement is past and 
from now until the turn of the year money 
should become easier. 
Business is making a slow, healthy recov- 
ery. It is far better so than a spectacular 
one. It will be many months, at the present 
rate of improvement, before the speculative 
shares market is uncomfortably aware of a 
competitor on the part of business for credit. 
So long as business conditions generally are 
improving speculative stocks are quite certain 
to not only reflect this but are very apt to 
over-discount it. 

Until money ge becomes scarce and 
interest rates rise substantially, bonds and 
preferred stocks will hold around current lev- 
els, with minor advances and declines as funds 
are alternately placed in the investment mar- 
ket and withdrawn. 


Labor and the Parmer. 


One of the most healthv signs of the time 
is the steady gain in employment. The New 
York State Industrial Commission, using 100 
as a normal index for June, 1914, reports the 
Present condition slightly in advance of that 
figure as against 88.1 in August, 1921. Oer- 
tain industrial sections, especially in the Mid- 
dle West, report an acute shortage of labor. 
Wages have advanced naturally under this 
condition, the United States Steel Corporation 
taking the initial step in the iron and steel 
industry and being followed closely by the 
independents. 

Another development which is to be regarded 
as of the utmost importance is the upturn in 
prices for farm products. With few excep- 
tions there has been a considerable gain dur- 
ing the last year. Wheat now stands at 
$1.36% against $1.18, corn at .90% against 
.65%, and cotton at .2390 against .1920. The 
buying power of the farmer is returning and 
while his way is not yet entirely clear, 1923 
should see his income well adjusted to costs 
and the normal margin of profit re-established. 


The Railroads. 


Car loadings are close to the record for all 
time and would probably be exceeding this if 
it were not for a shortage of equipment. Mine 
products are somewhat below normal, this 
being due entirely to a lack of cars. The 
railroads are expending more money for re- 
pairs and the purchase of new equipment at 
this time than ever before in their history. 
In spite of this, it will require some time to 
bring operating efficiency up to what it should 
be. Not only must the shopmen’s strike of 
last summer be discounted, but the subnormal 
expansion of the last two years be adjusted. 
The Class I railroads earned at the annual 
trate of 4.07% on tentative property valuation 
during the month of August against 4.36% in 
July. Considering the added expense of the 
shopmen’s strike and the general halt in in- 
dustry because of the coal strikes, the showing 
can be considered remarkably good. 

The ratio of operating expenses to total 
revenues increased from 76.88% in July to 
81.69% in August. The later months of the 
year should see this materially reduced. A 
good deal of irregularity is seen in the Sep- 
tember reports which have appeared. Penn- 
sylvania Railroad showed a gain in both gross 
and net operating income over a year ago, 
while Great Northern and Erie showed a de- 
cline. Generally, however, September should 
mark a turn for the better. 


Store Sales Gaining. 


Sales by department stores, chain stores and 
wholesalers are expanding satisfactorily. Sep- 
tember sales by sixty-four department stores 
in the New York Federal Reserve District 
gained 16.1% over September a year ago and 
exceeded September, 1920 and 1919. Mail 
order houses report a 4% gain. The five- and 
ten-cent stores report a 20% gain. Grocery 
systems report an increase of 18%.

SMITH-LOCKHART SERVICE 
CLAIMS OVER $250,000. 


One hundred and four claims against 
the bankrupt firm of Smith, Lockhart & 
Co., aggregating more than $250,000, have 
been forwarded by the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL to the firm of Ansell and Bailey. 
Further than this, the JouRNAL has been 
advised that more claims are on their way 
and the prospects are that practically all 
of the Service claims against the bank- 
rupt firm will be consolidated in one case 
and represented by General Ansell and 
Colonel Bailey. ; : 

It is doubtful whether any failure in 
the city of Baltimore has ever attracted 
such widespread attention and is fraught 
with such deep interest in the Services 
and in civilian business circles generally. 
The concern now, according to the latest 
tabulation, has 2,400 creditors. 

The receivers went into the strong boxes 
of the company this week and found se- 
curities amounting to $262,000. These 
are being carefully tabulated and steps 
are being taken to find to whom they be- 
long. Some have been paid for in full 
by the creditors of the company and some 
of them have been partially paid for under 
the installment plan. Part of them, it 
has developed, were hypothecated by the 
creditors of the concern. 

The next meeting of the creditors will 
be on Nov. 16 at Baltimore, when the re- 
ceivers will make a report upon the assets 
of the company which have been fouad.

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MORTAR OF 18TH CENTURY 
RESTORED TO ENGLAND. 


An interesting ceremony was observed 
at Winchester, England, on Sept. 12, 1922, 
when the Secretary of War, through Chap- 
lain Edmund Banks Smith, O.R.C., pre- 
sented to the King’s Royal Rifle Corps a 
Coehorn mortar which had belonged to the 
Rifle Corps when before the American Iev- 


olution [and until 1824], it was known as 
the Royal Americans. This presentation 
was a sequel to the action of the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps on Jan. 9, 1921, in 
giving their old regimental battle flag 
of 1788 to Governors Island, where :t re- 
poses in the Chapel of St. Cornelius the 
Centurion. 

Lieut. Gen. Sir Edward T. H. Hutton, 
on behalf of Field Marshal Grinfell and 
the Corps, made a speech of acceptance, 

The American Ambassador was repre- 
sented by Mr. Walter C. Thurston, secre- 
tary of the Embassy. The other represen- 
tatives of the American Government :c- 
companying him were Maj. Douglas H. 
Gillette, C.E., assistant military attaché, 
representing the War Department; Chap- 
lain Edmund Banks Smith, O.R.C., and 
Maj. Chaplain Herbert S. Smith, U.S.A., 
who came from Cambrai to be present at 
the ceremony. 

The “Coehorn” mortar—so named by a 
Dutch baron, by whom it was invented— 
is a small piece of ordnance of the usual 
mortar type, some sixteen or eighteen 
inches long, and has the figure “2” en- 
twined in the monogram “G. R.,” which 
gives its date as between 1727 and 1760. 


SERVICE TRUCK FOR AIRPLANES 
CONSTRUCTED AT CRISSY FIELD. 


A new service truck for airplanes which 
will save time and labor has been designed 
and built at Crissy Field, Presidio of San 
Francisco, Calif., under direction of Maj. 
George H. Brett, A.S., commanding officer 
of the field. 

Investigation showed that under the 
method of servicing airplanes by hand it 
required approximately the services of five 
men for one hour to service one DH air- 
plane. As this was a great waste of time 
and labor an endeavor was made to change 
these conditions. This resulted in the 
design and construction of the service 
truck. 

The truck is constructed on a one and 
one-half ton chassis on which is mounted 
a 500-gallon gasoline tank. In addition to 
the gas tank the truck has an air pumping 
device for tires and an oil pump. All 
equipment can be detached on_ short 
notice. 

With the truck as now equipped it takes 
two men only four or five minutes to ser- 
vice an airplane, thus saving a great 
amount of valuable time and labor in at- 
tending to ships on cross-country flights 
and in other maneuvers. 





6TH FIELD ARTILLERY MARCHES 
320 MILES TO EDGEWOOD ARSENAL. 


The 6th Field Artillery, commanded by 
Col. Wright Smith, completed on Oct. 17 
a hike of approximately 320 miles. The 
march was made from Montauk, L.I., N. 
Y., to Edgewood Arsenal. 

On Oct. 7 the War Department an- 
nounced in General Orders No. 40 that 
Edgewood Arsenal would be divided into 
two parts, that vicinity where the 6th is 
quartered to be Fort Hoyle, in honor of 
the late Brig. Gen. Eli D. Hoyle, a for- 
mer commanding officer of that regiment. 

One night was spent on Brandywine 
creek, only about one mile from the house 
where General Washington had temporary 
headquarters in the Revolution. All mem- 
bers of the command were given oppor- 
tunity to visit this historic spot. 

The entire march was made without ac- 
cident of any kind, thanks to the com- 
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plete state of discipline that exists in the 


command. 





NAVAL ESTIMATES CALL FOR 
86,000 ENLISTED MEN. 


Although the details of the naval esti- 
mates have not yet been given out, it is 
known that the Chief of the Budget has 
insisted upon the present strength of the 
Navy. As has been forecast in these col- 
umns, the estimates will provide for an 
enlisted strength of 86,000. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy, like the Secretary of 
War, in transmitting the estimates will 
make it plain that the estimates do not 
represent the actual needs of the Navy, 
but are the result of the policy of econ- 
omy adopted by the national administra- 
tion. It is understood that the building 
program will include six submarines, ap- 
propriations for speeding up the construc- 
tion of the airplane carrier and work on 
the cruisers. 


JOINT COAST ARTILLERY AND 
AIR SERVICE TRAINING. 


A board of Coast Artillery and Air Ser- 
vice officers of the U.S. Army has ar- 
ranged an instructive program of com- 
bined training for the two arms at Fort 
Monroe and Langley Field, Va. 

The exercises will include observation 
of ship and fire by 6-inch and 12-inch 
guns from shore batteries by airplanes 
and captive balloons, and data relating to 
radio telephone and telegraph will be 
sought. Dummy bombs will be dropped 
on a towed target by airplanes from 
heights varying from 3,000 to 9,000 feet. 

An anti-aircraft battalion will also fire 
on a target towed by an airplane at about 
eighty-five miles an hour, and other im- 
portant experiments will be made. 

Valuable information will undoubtedly 
result from the experiments, which were 
scheduled to be held on Oct. 30, 31, Nov. 
3, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 13, and facts concern- 
ing the exercises will be awaited with in- 
terest. 


COLONEL COLE, C.A.C., MAKING 
EXTENDED INSPECTION TRIP. 


Col. W. E. Cole, C.A.C., chief of the 
training section, office of the Chief of 
Coast Artillery, left Washington on Nov. 
2 for an extended inspection trip of all 
R.O.T.C. units in the Middle West and 
on the Pacific coast and all Coast Artil- 
lery posts within that section. He will 
be gone about six weeks on the trip. Fol- 
lowing is Colonel Cole’s itinerary: Balti- 
more, Fort Howard, Pittsburgh, Ann Ar- 
bor, East Lansing, Chicago, Minneapolis, 
Omaha, Lawrence, Kas., Manhattan, Kas., 
Logan, Seattle, Fort Worden, Fort Ste- 
vens, Presidio of San Francisco, Fort 
Winfield Scott, Berkeley, Fort MacArthur, 
Fort Rosecrans, Fort Sam Houston, Fort 
Crockett, St. Louis, Cincinnati and Co- 
lumbus.

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An Admiral’s Tribute 
to Admiral Sims 


To THE EprTor: 

Rear Admiral Sims, president of the 
Naval War College, retired from active 
service Oct. 15, 1922. He has served his 
country with great distinction. He richly 
deserved promotion to the grade of ad- 
miral of the Navy. Politics deprived him 
of a just reward. 

Admiral Sims commanded our naval 
forces in European waters until after the 
Armistice. His responsibilities reached 
from the Azores to Constantinople. No 
admiral in our history ever directed so 
many ships and men in war operations— 
5,000 officers, 75,000 men, 370 vessels. He 
controlled all units and outlined the gen- 
eral plans of subordinate admirals in the 
war zone. He made no mistakes—not 
one! 


Sims’s Prompt Action. 


Four days after Admiral Sims reached 
London in the spring of 1917 he gave the 
Navy Department an absolutely correct 
estimate of the situation. Quickly follow- 
ing this initial report he recommended ag- 
gressive action. Ambassador Page sec- 
onded him. He advocated the convoy sys- 
tem without delay. He promoted co-op- 
eration among the Allies. He encouraged 
the establishment of the North Sea bar- 
rage as soon as the invention of a suit- 
able mine made the barrage possible—not 
before. In this he showed common sense 
and used his brains. He begged for an 
— staff to aid him in a stupendous 
task. 

In all these measures Sims was uner- 
ringly right. In withholding approval 
and delaying action the Navy Department 
was unerringly wrong. Sims proposed to 
direct naval operations from the point of 
vantage—the front. The Navy Depart- 
ment wished to direct the operations from 
a point 3,000 miles distant! He wished 
to employ the Navy in the enemy’s waters. 
For six months the Navy Department vir- 
tually held the Navy in leash to protect 
the coast of the United States! 

These statements are confirmed by the 
letters of Ambassador Page and Franklin 
K. Lane. They completely support Sims’s 
impeachment of Josephus Daniels. Speak- 
ing of President Wilson’s attitude in Sep- 
tember, 1916, Page says: “He [Mr. Wil- 
son] showed a great toleration for Ger- 
many and he was, during the whole morn- 
ing that I talked with him, complaining 
of England.” This utterance may explain 
the anti-British pro-German instructions 
given to Sims by the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations: “Don’t let the British pull the 
wool over your eyes. It is none of our 
business pulling their chestnuts out of the 
fire. We would as soon fight the British 
as the Germans.” 

Sims’s request for early concentration 
in the war zone was likewise supported 
by Page: “I pray for vigor and decision 
and clear-cut action. The Navy—full 
strength; no grape juice action. Ships, 
ships, ships.” And Tane says, May 15, 
1917: “They [the French] were abso- 
lutely at the mercy of the submarine be- 
cause of their lack of destroyers, and they 
feared we were preparing to defend our 
own shores rather than fight across the 
water. I know that the latter has been 
the policy of the heads of the Navy De- 
partment.” Hear. Hear. 

Sims’s demand for the convoy and Dan- 
iels’s resistance to it, are pictured in Mr. 
Lane’s account of the discussion at a Cab- 
inet meeting, Feb. 25, 1917: “Why 
shouldn’t we send our ships with guns and 
convoys? Daniels said we must not con- 
voy; that would be dangerous! (Think 
of a Secretary of the Navy talking of 
danger. )” 

And so it was that Ambassador Page 
and Franklin K. Lane stood with Sims 
against “grape juice,” hesitation, delay, 
fear and incompetency. 


Only One Aid for Months. 


Sims was left for months—from April 
to August, 1917—with but one aid. There 
is no parallel in history for such a condi- 
tion. His suggestions and earnest pleas 
for aggressiveness and for assistance were 
often ignored or put aside for weeks. The 
soundness of his advice was ultimately 
admitted. The Navy Department was 
forced to adopt every suggestion he had 
made, but only after a delay of weeks or 
months. If our Navy shortened the war 
at all it would have shortened it still 
more—by many months—had Admiral 
Sims’s advice been promptlyy acted upon. 


Sims Perfects a War Staff. 


The Navy Department awoke at the 
end of six months and supported Admiral 
Sims. He frankly admits this. His war 
staff in London became a tremendous and 
perfect working machine. His subordi- 
nates adored him and worked with him 
night and day. 

He was solely responsible for the pro- 
tection of our convoys and _ transports 
with troops from the time they entered 
the dangerous submarine zone on the Eu- 
ropean side of the Atlantic. His system 
and his disposition of protective forces 
were perfect. 

An officer who served in France—not 
under Sims—has declared that the coun- 





try will never rightly appreciate the value 


of Sims’s services in promoting co-ordina- 
tion in the Allied Council. In this he 
was a power in shortening the war. Ad- 
miral Jellicoe declared, speaking of Sims: 
“He added the habit of speaking his mind 
with absolutely fearless disregard of the 
consequences.” Exactly so. He is afraid 
of nobody! He has never been servile or 
subservient! He taught the Navy to shoot 
and hit the target twenty years ago, de- 
spite the opposition of his seniors. He 
has always fought for the efficiency of the 
Navy. He will contimue to do it with 
his last breath—‘with fearless disregard 
of the consequences.” ‘This is the true 
spirit of the Navy. Sims is the right 
kind of an admiral.

PRESIDIO OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


San Francisco, Calif., Oct. 21, 1922. 

The U.S.A.T. Thomas osrrived in San Fran- 
cisco on Oct. 17 after a voyage of nearly six 
weeks with officers and casuals from China 
and the Philippines. The unusually long trip 
was caused by two departures from the usual 
transport itinerary. After leaving Manila the 
Thomas proceeded to China and picked up 
casuals returning to the United States. On 
Oct. 12, two days out of Honolulu, the Thomas 
received the radio distress signals from the 
steamer City of Honolulu, which was burning 
650 miles west of San Pedro. The Thomas 
immediately changed her course and proceeded 
to the rescue of the survivors of the City of 
Honolulu, which was totally destroyed by the 
fire. The 262 survivors of the disaster were 
landed at Los Angeles by the Thomas, which 
resumed its voyage to San Francisco.

‘S. L. G. asks: I was a private, Spec. 6th 
cl, up to July 12, 1922. and was tried by a 
summary court-martial that date. Sentence 
was two-thirds of my pay for one month and 
my Spec. rating taken away. Would like to 
know what my pay would amount to per 
month? ’ 

Answer: It was stated at the Finance De- 
partment that your pay would be $10 per 
month provided there are no other stoppages. 
J. J. G.—In answer to your question, the 
107th Article of War provides: ‘‘Soldiers to 
Make Good Time Lost.—Every soldier who in 
an existing or subsequent enlistment deserts 
the service of the U.S. or without proper au- 
thority absents himself from his organization, 
station, or duty for more than one day, or 
who is confined for more than one day under 
sentence, or while awaiting trial and disposi 
tion of his case, if the trial results in con- 
viction, or through the intemperate use of 
drugs or alcoholic liquor, or through disease 
or injury the result of his own misconduct, 
renders himself unable for more than one day 
to perform duty, shall be liable to serve, after 
his return to a full-duty status, for such period 
as shall, with the time he may have served 
prior to such desertion, unauthorized absence, 
confinement, or inability to perform duty, 
amount to the full term of that part of his 
enlistment period which he is required to 
serve with his organization before being fur- 
loughed to the Army Reserve.’’ 

J. H. B.—Service as an officer does not 
count in computing the twenty years’ service 
in connection with eligibility for admission to 
the Soldiers’ Home. Count only enlisted ser- 
vice in the Army. 

G. M.—We do not find the name of Lt. Har- 
vey Williams in the Army directory or the 
Navy Directory. Perhaps you have failed te 
give the full name. 

G. C. M. asks: Upon the death of a man in 
the Service, what compensation, other than 
the six months’ pay and any insurance he may 
carry, would his wife and dependents receive! 
(1) Veteran of the Spanish-American War 
(2) Veteran of the World War. 

Answer: Article III, Sections 300-301 of 
the War Risk Insurance act, provides that the 
widow of an officer or enlisted man who dies 
while in the Service and whose death is in 
line of duty, or the widow of an officer or 
enlisted man who dies after retirement or 
after discharge from the Service, of an injury 
or disease contracted in or aggravated by 
active military service, subsequent to April 6, 
1917, is entitled to compensation of $25 per 
month, with additional allowances for minor 
children. This will answer question (2) in 
your letter, relative to those cases coming un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United States Vet 
erans’ Bureau. Under the act of Sept.. 1, 
1922, relating to pensions granted widows of 
officers or enlisted men who served ninety days 
or more in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
of the United States during the war with 
Spain, the Chinese Boxer Rebellion, or the 
Philippine Insurrection, between April 21, 
1898, and July 4, 1902, a pension of $20 per 
month, with additional allowance of $4 per

Officers Not Entitled to Particular Class |

entitled to first-class passage and holds th 
the Government should pay him in cash #@ 
difference in cost to the Government betw 
first- and third-class passage. 

The Comptroller General says: ‘‘The act 
June 12, 1906, provided that actual expenga 
only should be paid to officers for sea travel 
There is no provision therein for furnishig 
either first, second- or third-class passes
